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PREFACE. 


It had oftc/i occuned to me that a work, containing a biief liisto- 
rical, and political account of the Princes, Chiefs, and the local aris 
tociacy ('f India as well as of the many native gentlemen, who have 
raised themselves above' the suifac’C of Indian Society, would bean 
a(tej)tal)le c ontribution to oiii local liteiatuie To readers of news- 
]>a])eis paiticulaily such a l>ook was felt to bc‘ likely to be very useful, 
as it would be lieljiing to e\'i)lain many allusions to names of native 
notabilities winch are generally uninielligiblo. What scanty informa- 
tion that is available is practically inaccessible, either frpm tlie variety 
of ihc sources, in which it is compri’^ed, from the grftai c'ost of the 
few' books, m which it is contained in a sc^atlered and fragiuentary form. 
As regards tlie gieat Instorual houses, winch owe fealty to the Ilritish 
Crow'n, Aitc ln.->on’s edition of Treaties with the authoiitics on whuJi the 
narrative jinrt of Ins work is based, affords nmjile information ; and 
laeulenant-'Talbot’.s edition of Aitchiscm’s work levised down to 1876, 
has been taken, as fai as it could be utilised, as the groundwork for the 
first part of my own book. Colonel d’od’s Annals and Antiijuities of 
kajastinn, Ciionel Aiallesoii's IIistoru,al Skc'lc h of the Native Slates of 
India, Sn John ^Malcolm's Central India, Cnffm’s Pajas of the Panjab, 
Milks’ M. Ilsur and Ihooks’ llistoiy of IMcwar have also been drawn 
upon. Put it has been a far more difficult task to collect the history of 
llie noble and leading families of India. No previous attempt has ever 
been made to do for tlie Indian Nobility and Centry what Piirke has done 
for the u])])ei classes of the British Isles. Il has consecjaently been neces- 
sary for me* to aj>ply direct tcj the heads of families scattered throughout 
the countr} for the necessary information winch has in many cases been 
with difficulty procured, ^diic information so collected will be published 
in the sec ond part. • 

JMy original idea w\as to have throwm my work into tlie alphabetical 
and. therefore, convenient form, adopted with such success by the 
authors of the books of the English Peerage and Gentiy. But as the 
information w'as being gathered from such scattered and distant quarters, 

I fell that that plan would be impracticable except at the risk of^such 



delay in publication, as would have been distaslcTul to the inan> Piinces 
and Nobles who had conlnbutcd valuable materials towaids the tompi- 
lation of the book. Should my present venture meet with favourable 
acceptance, I hope to bring out a serond edition of the book, consider- 
ably enlarged and ananged u])on the most ai^proved form. 

The appended list of tlie woiks that ha\e been con'.iilted in the 
com .< <-f this comi)ilaU(m will bear U'^timony tluit no available souice 
of authentic information has been neglected and that my lnl>oiirs Imvc 
not been inconsiderable J ])iiblish llie first part in the earnest hope 
that, in estimating the value of the work, some reasonable allowance 
will be made for the novelty of the attempt, and for the great dfhciiUies 
by winch it war^ surrounded.

K VbiTMiR is siLiiiiU'd on the north-west corner of India, and is snr- 
loiindcd oil all side's hy llic lofty chains of the Iliiiiahiya’s forniing a 
boantiful valley, the cliuiate of which is salubrious, the soil fruilf il, and 
the inhabitants healthy, lobusfc and fair com])lexioncd.

Chapter III. — The Cis-Satlej States. 

1 r A T T T A L A . 

Pattiai \ is the largest of the Sikh States. It comprises an area 
of 5,112 square miles and contains a population of 1,H50 ,jLH) 0 souls. 
Its revenue is estimated at Kupeea 11,00,000. The army consists of 
2,750 cavalry, GOO infantry iiiehiding pediee, 2118 artillerymen, and 10^ 
gnvfcS. A eontingent of 100 meai is fiivnislied iinuually to the Ihitisli 
Govovame'ut and a relief is payable on suceession of eolUitea-al heirs. 

The princes ui Piittuvla. belong to the Sikh (Sidhu ^Tat) tribe. 
Tliov trace their descent from Chandhuii Phnl, a peasant, who founded 
a^ilhlge in the tenitory of Nabha. Cliaudliuri had two 
sons, TTlok and Ham. and it is from the latter that the 
ijJiinS chief of Pattiala is doscenaed. 
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Very little is kiio^’ii of the history of this State previous to 
„ , , , the reiffii of Sahih Siui^h, who ascendcil the tin one in 

17S1. The iiidepcinlence of the Cis-Satloj States was, at 
this time, tlircatcneil by Uanjit Singh, king of Labor. Sahib Singh 
with the neighbouring chiefs appealed to the English for pi4)tcetion. 
This was granted to him on coinlition of siniplv mg tro(»ps in time 
of war (1800). Sahib Singh died in 1813, and was [succeeded 
Karam hy Karam Singh. During the Ncjial ’svar, JMaharaja 

Singh. Karam Singh assisted the English with troops \ and on 

its termination, obtained from Government portions of tlie KeonUial 
and lOiagat States on payment of liiipoes 2,80,000. Tn 1830, lie 
exchanged the hill territory of Simla for three villages in iiargannah 
Barauli. lie die<l after a pro.^perons reign of thirty-two years ( iSIo). 


His son Maharaja Naiimlar Singh succeeded him on Wio tliroii'^. 
Kaiindar During the wliole of his reign, the Maharaja proved 

himself a faithful ally of the British Government an I 

in the year 18 IG, obtained a large accession of teriitory, yithling a 
revenue i»f Kupecs 30,0(>0 for his sei vices during the Sikh war, 
and ill the year following roceivTd an additional grant of land con- 
fiscated fiom the lialior Darhar, in consideration of his having 

abolished all customs and transit duties. A snunad was also granf-ed 
iho confirming him in his hereditary and acquired 

Eiiglisiulur- possi ssions. During tlie Sepoy mutiny, ^laharaj i Na- 
tiir^. rindar Singh assisted the Englibh with money and tioops 

and received besides other rewards, the Narnoul Division of the J.ijhar 
territory, yielding a revenue of Rupees 2,00,000 on condition of poli- 
tical and military service in time of general danger. In 1880, a new 
sannad was granted to him on very favorable conditions ; by this the 
English Government conferred ou him among other things, the right 
of adoption, and gave up all claims to tiibutc on account of revenue,

service or otherviisc. IMore recently another sannad was graifted, 
making over to him certain lands in liquidation of debts due to him hy 
the British! Government. On the 1st of November 1881, the MMiiar.ija 
was created a Grand Commander ('f the Mo^t Exalted Order of tlte 
Star of India.

present chief occupied positions of tiust in the Sirhiiid 
Province under the JMoghal Emperors, and gradually 


became independent, as the Moghal Dynasty sank into decay.” 


In 1805, the chief of Maler Kotla joined Lord Lake with his 
followers and accepted Biitish protection (1809). On the 
6’tli JLucli 1862, Nawiib Sekanclci- Ali Khan received a 
sannad assuring liim, “ that any suceossiou in liis State 
which may be, in conformity with the Muhammadan law, will bo ac- 
[brahini Ali cepted.” He died witliout issue on tlie IGth July 1871, and 
Khau. <vvas succeeded by Ibraliiin Ali Khan, the present Chief. 

His Higliness Nawab Muhammad Ibrahim Ali Khan Sahib Bahadur 
Las established seven scliools in his State, of which two arc lield in the 
town Kotla, and five in the State villages. A charitable dispensary 
has also been cstabliphed by him, and the medicines for its Uisc aro 
bought annually from the Allahabad Government Medical Dci^ot. Tho 
Nawab lias not only given away a large sum for the construction of a 
palcha road from his State to Jjudiana, but also fur drains and 

roads bordering the streets ^ind markets of the town which are always 
kept free from refuse and infection. He also takes great interest in the 
welfare of^his subjects and in the improvement of works of public 
utility. The Civil and Criminal Courts are held regularly, and the cases 
decided according to the English law. The Nawab personally Iiears 
the appeals against the decisions of his Mkars (Magistrates) and others. 
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Among the ahlkars, Muhammad Amitiudin Khan possesses a good know- 
ledge of law, and decides cases to t^ie entire satisfaction of the subjects. 

' His Highness Nawab Muhammad Ibrahim Ali Khan Sahib Bahadur 
was pregent at the Imperial Assemblage, held at Delhi on the 1st 
*r.ij.u.iry 1877, and was honored with an increase of salute 
salute*^ from 9 to 11 guns. The Nawab is now 22 years of age, 
and his son Muhammad Ishak Ali Khan, is an infant of

The territory of Faridkot was founded by Bullen Singh who 
belonged to the Burar Jat tribe, and acquiied an unlimited 
amount of influence during the reign oft the Emperor 
Akbar. His nephew erected the Fort of Kot-Kapura and became an 
independent sovereign. In tlie beginning of the 19th century, the 
district of Kot-Ivapura was taken by Makam Chand, the Dewan at 
Labor. In 1816, it was confiscated by the British Government, and 
restored to Bullcu Singh, as a reward for the valuable assistance rendered 
by him to the British troops at Mndki during the Satlej campaign 
(^18ij5“46). The chief was also raised to the rank of Raja. Raja 
Bullen Singh was succeeded by Wiizir Singh. This prince 
assisted the English during the mutiny of 1857, and as a 
En^sVdnr. services was exempted from furnishing ten 

ing the xau- sowars which he used to supply before. Raja Wuzir Singh 
also received ‘‘ some honorary additions to his title,*’ and 
wa» guaranteed the right of adoption. * 

In April 1874, the Raja died and was succeeded by his son Bikram 
Singh. His Highness Raja Bikram Singh BahadiTr was 
BikratnSingb, at the Imperial Assemblage, held at Delhi on the 

Sahite. Jst January 1877. His Highness is entitled to a salute of 
31 guns, and is at present about 37 years of age.

]\Iamdat was not brought under British i»rotcetion in 1809. Its 
Jamal-ud-dm chief, Jamal -iid-diu Khan rendered good service to the 
Khan. British Government towards the close of the Satlej Cam- 

paign, and "^on which account he was raised to tlie rank of Nawab. 
In 1856, Kawab Jamal-ud-din Khan managed the affairs of the 
State so unfavourably, that the British Ooveriimeiit was compelled 
to forfeit his sovereign powers, — to reduce the position of the State 
to that of a mere jaghir, and to remove the Nawab to Labor. The 
surplus revenues of the territory were all however a)lowod to him 
after deduction of all expenses required for its management b)? tlio 
Biitish officers. 

Tlie Nawab died in 186.^, and the British Governmont, recognised 
the succession of his brother Jelal-iid-din Khan. Nawab 
Jclal-ud-dia Jelal-ud-din Khan died in 1875, and was succeeded by his 
K* Id’ Nizam-ud-din Khan.

and the State is under the political supervision of the commissioner of 
the Labor Division. 

VI 1 1. I NOR STATES. 

There ai’c eighty Minor Cis-Satlej States and their chiefs possess no 
.sovereign powers other than that of ordinary jaghirdars with tha 
exception of two of them, viz., the Nawab of Kunjpura and the Mir 
of Kotabar. These chiefs assisted the British Government during 
the Sepoy Mutiny of 1857.

Ahmed Baksh Khan died in 1827, and was succeeded by his son

at Delhi, and the district of Ferozpur was also confiscated by Govern- 
ment. The Piirganna of Loharu was, however, only made over to his 
Amin-ad-dm brothers Amin-ud-diii Khan and Zein-ud-din Khan. The 
^ein-utbdm afterwards deprived of all share in tho manage. 

KhoB. meiit of the State on account of his constant disputes with 
Ins brother Amin-ud-din Khan, but a sum of Rupees 18,000 per annum 
was allowed to him. During the mutiny of 1857, the conduct of these 
two brothers was highly suspicious and they were placed under surveil- 
lance after the capture of Delhi, but were soon released and reinstated 
to their respective positions. 
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Amin-ud-din Khan died in 1869, and was succeeded by his son Ala- 
Aia-ud-din ud-din Ahmed Khan, the present chief. His Highness 
Ahmed Khau.

The raountainous tract of Sikkim known as “ Dinjong” is bound^, 
on the north by Thibet, oi the east by Bhutan, on the west by Nepal^ 
and on tlw soutji by the Rammam and Ranjit Rivers, The area is 
1,550 square miles, and the population not exceeding 7,000 souls.

Rs. 6,000 per annum.

After the termination of this expedition there was every 
sign of peace and tranquility with the Raja for upwards of nine years, 
but the dismissed Dewan instigated his wife an illegitimate daughter of 
(he Raja to adopt means for continuing the practice of kidnapping the 
British subjects from the Hill Territory of Darjiling and its neighbour- 
ing places. During the months of April and May 1860, two cases of 
kidnapping were again reported to Government, and as all endeavours 
to restore the British subjects were made in vain, the Governor General 
in Council determined to dispossess the Raja of the territory situated 
on the north of the Rammam River, and on the west of the great Ran- 
jit, and to retain it till the restitution of the British subjects and the 
suriender of the criminals, &c. 

On the 1st November 1860, the superintendent of Darjiling fiM 
crossed the Rammam River, but he was forced to retreat from llinching- 
pung. Lieutenant Colonel Gawler was, therefore, sent with a strong 
body of troops accompanied by the Honorable Ashley Eden as EftVoy 
and Special CommiissiQner, and they advai^ced up to the Tista, hut 


^His Highness Maharaja Sekeong Euzu acceeded to all 
K^u the terms proposed by Lord Canning, the Governor Gene- 
ral, and a new treaty was accordingly concluded on the 
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28th March 1861, In 1862, the British Gov^ernraent restored to the 
Maharaja the allowance of Es. 6,000 ceased in 1850, and which was 
enhanced in 1868 to Es.

tlie Queen, sent all his chief officers to attend the reading of the Pro- 
clamation at Darjiling on*thc Ist Jai unry 1877. His Highness fclio 
Salute * Maharaja has judicial powers of life and death, and is enti- 
tled to a salute of 15 guns. He is now 19 j’ears of ago. 

IIl.-BHUTAN. 

The independent State of Bhutan is bounded on the north by the 
main chain of the Himalayas, on the cast by tracts of country occu. 
pied by .some savage mountainous tribes, on the west by Sikkim and 
Darjiling, and on the south by Assam, Goalparn, and Kuch Behar, 
The area is about 3,000 square mile?, and the population does not 
exceed 60,000 souls. 

The country is nominally governed by a temporal and spiri- 
tual head, called the Dharm Raja, supposed by tbo Bhu- 
divinity in human , shape, but the affairs of 
the State, are really conducted by a functionary styled the 
Dob Rajn, wdio is elected by the penlows (chiefs) every three years 
from among thomselvefe." 

The British Government had its first campaign with Bhutan in the 
y^Sf 1772 to assist the Raja of Kuch ifehar. The British troops 
drove llie Bhutiaha out of j^Mch, Behar, and pursued them so furiously 
into the Hills that they were compelled to ask for prot8ibtion from 
Thibet, and tlic Thibetian Qovmiment addressed the Government of 
India in their favor, and in consequouce a treaty of peace was con- 
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eluded on the 25tli April J774. Since that time, there have been no 
other campaigns wilh tlio Bhutiahs until the occupation of Assam, 
which connected the British and Bhutan frontiers. The British 


Government took possession of the Doai-s or Passes v.hich lie at the 
foot of the Bhutia Hills, but certain engagements were also made 
with the Deb Eaja of Bhutan to put a stop to all future aggressions 
on British Territory.

Section IL— R A J P U T AN A . 

Chapter I.— Mewar or Udaipur. 

Tuis State is situated to the south-east of Jodhpur. It covers an 
area of 11,614 square miles, a^d contains a population of 1,161,400 
souls. The Revenue is Rs. 64,00,000, of which a sum of Rs. 2,00,000 
is paid annually to the PritiaU Government as tribute, and Rs. 50,000 
for the support of tlie Bhil corps. Tiie military force consists ot 263 
guns, 1,338 artillerymen, 6,210 cavalry, and 13,900 infantry. 

Mewar is the mo^t ancient of the Rajput States. Its princes 
stand foremost in rank and digni y among the Hindu Chiefs of Raj-' 
pntana, and it is their glory that while most of the ancient Rajput 
States have dwindled into nothing or only exist in name, they still 
rule over nearly the same extent of territory which their ancestors 
possessed eight hundred ycurs ago, when the Mahmud of Ghizni jGrgt 
crossed the waters of the Indas. It-is also their boast that they never 
sullied the’y honor by m'itrimonial alliances with the Muhammadans, 
and renounced all aflSnity with those families who had disgi*aced them- 
selves by such conditions. The princes of Mewar arc called Ranas. 
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The origin of this ancient State is involved in obscurity. Accord- 
ing to the moat popular tradition^ the family is descended 
State^wn^^ Rama, the celebrated hero of Eamayan, one of whose 
Rama. descendants, Kanak Sen, is said to have founded a princi- 
pality af Ball Jibi pur in the peninsula of Gnjrat, about the nuiddlo of tho 
second century of the Christian era. In 524 A. D. the Ballabi princes 
were driven out of their capital by an army of invaders from beyond 
the Indas. They then emigrated from Gnjrat and established them- 
selves at Idar. Nine princes ruled over Idar, the la^^t of whom was 
treacherously muri^ered by the Bhils, leaving a son, a boy of three years, 
who was destined afterwards to play a, conspicuous part in the annals 
of his country. 


This prince known ifl history as the renowned Bappa, defeated 
' the Bhils, recovered his paternal dominion from their 
hands, and founded tho city of Chitnr (A. IJ. 728) where 
he fixed his seat of Government. From Imn are lineally 
descended the present family of Udaipur princes. 

The (‘ally history of Mewar is one of continued strngcles with 
foreign invaders for its self-defence. From the time of its foundation 
it had to maintain its existence by force of arms.” Among these 
invaders, the most powerful were the Muhammadans, 
ham^'ans. were predatory incursions, and could 

make little or no impression on the State; but when they 
became firmly established in India, they carried on the contest syste- 
matically ; it then became a contest for dominion. At first the 
Banas held out bravely, but centuries of repeated attacks rendered 
them weak, and they gradually succumbed under the superior force of 
their adversaries, as will be seen further on. Now to return. 


Twenty-three kings succeeded Beppa on the throne -of Chitor in 
^BBArsi. the space of five centuries. After them came Samarsi, a 
prince brave in war, wise in council, and revered and 
beloved by All his subjects. He joined his brother-in-law, J’iithi Raj, 
in repelling an attack of the Tartars, who had advanced upon Delhi, 
and was killed in the battle which ensued ( 1209 ). 
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Bana Lakliansi the eleventh prince after Samarsi, ascendej^l the 

Lakhansi throne in 1275. During his reign Chitor was attacked 

by Alla-ud-din, Emperor of Delhi. The Rana and his 

C Inter cap- its defence and Chitor fell in the hands of 

tnred by Al- the Muhammadans (1303).

by Hamir. J. defeated and took prisoner the successor of Alla-ud-din, 

whom he released on payment of a heavy ransom. In the 

course of a long reign Hamir re-established his dominion over the 

whole of Mewar, and revived the ancient glories o£ Rajpiitana. The 

country is said to have prospered greatly under his mild and paternal 

rule. He died in the liuwer of his age in 13G5, and was succeeded by 

lil^’ ion Khaitsi Rana, “ a worth/ successor of the great 

father,” who extended his dominions by conquest • and even 

routed an army of the Emperor Humayun at Bakral. 

Unfortunately he was killed in a quarrel witli his vassal of Bunaoda 

in 1373. 

His son Lakha Rana succeeded to the throne, and like Ins failior 
Lakha Rana grand-father, Lakha was an able warrior. He defeated 
Muhammad Shah Lodi king of Delhi in a pitched battle, 
MakalpRana^^*" while pursuing the routed Muhammadans. 

His son Makalji Rana was murdered after a short reign 
Rana^^° {l419)andVas succeeded by Kumbho Rana, one of the 
ablest princes who has ever sat^upon the throne of Chitor. 
In 1440, Kumbho repelled an attack of the combined forces of the 
kings of Malwar and Qujrat, and subsequently defeafied an army of the 
king of Delhi. After a prosperous reign of fifty years, he was unfor- 
tunately slain by his own son (1469). 

The reigns of the next two princes Uda and Raomal, occupied 40 
XJda and In 1609, Sanga Rana succeeded to the throne. This 

Raomal. prince combined in himself all the brave and noble qualitinje 
Sanga Rana. of his race, and under him Mewar attained the summit of 
His exploits prosperity. He stormed the fort of Rhintambor, 

defeated Mozofier Shah of Qujrat who had marched against 
Chitor, and even obtained a victory over Emperor Baber at Kanua, 
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near Sikri (1527). But his good fortune did not continue long; he 
was defeated by Baber in the following year in a spyere contest wliieh 
decided the fate of Chitor. Sanga Baiia died full of grief and vexation 
(1529 4. D.). * 

Sanga H.nia ^as tlie greatest prince of his race. *'10 bravery, 
courage, and wisdoin ho surpassed all his predecessors, and with 
him the sun of Chitor’s glory set never to rise again. His 
sons wore all weak j»rinccs, and under them the power of Chitor 
rapidly declined. In 1568, the city was attacked by Akbar, the 
greatest of the Moghal Emperors of Delhi. Ddai Singh, the reigning 
Uilai sriir^h lied to the forests of RajpipU 011 the approach of 

the enem)’’, leaving the defence of the city to JaiMal, chief 
of Bediior, a* person of gr«>at courage and ability, who, with a handful 
of iLion, defended the fortress against the immense host of the Moghals, 
hut unfortunately he was slain by a bolt from the bow of Akbar. De-

tor. who plundered the city, burnt down the houses, and rased 

the walls and forbiQcationa to the ground. Tlie fall of Chitor was

Notwithstanding the fall of the capital, the royal family re- 
tained the genu of independence in their wild fastnesses,’^ and were 
only seeking an opportunity for relieving their disgrace, 
liana Pratap S^jgh, son of Udai Singh, possessed many of 
the noble qualities of his grandfather Sangri. Unlike his father he 
w«is “ an active and high spirited prliico, and his perseverance was re- 
Becovers warded with success,” Before che death of Akbar he re- 

fouuds covered all Mewar with the exception of Chitor and a few 

TJdaipar, other places, and founded a new capital, which he named 
Udaipur after his unfeirtunate father. Pratap lluna died in 1597, 
leaving the throne to his eldesf son Amra. During this 
prince’s reign Udaipur was subjected to frequent invasions 
‘ of the Moghals, and Amra harrassed and weakened by the^ attacks at 
last sued for peace with the Emperor J eh aiighir.

Sindhia, Holkar, and even the Baja of Jodhpur, taking advan- 
tage of this opportunity invaded Udaipur, and seized upon six important 
districts, besides carrying off an immense booty. Arsi was assassinated 
• in 1772. His son, Rana Hamir II., was not more fortunate 
Hamir II, his father. In ^ix years of his reign, he lost as many 

districts, of which Battangarh, Klieri, and Singaiili were seized by 
Sindbia ; and Jath, Bichor, and Naddomoh by Holkar. 

Hainii II, was succeeded by his brother Rana Bhim Singh (1778), 
During his reign Udaipur was exposed to frequent inroads

This state of things was rendered worse when und6r the non-

first officer nominated was Colonel Tod. As the country 
was utterly disorganised, he took the management of 
affairs in his own hands, and in tho course of three years, 


he effected a decided improvement in the State. The M^hrattas and 
other hordes of plunderers were expelled, the state of the country 
greatly improved and the revenue nearly doubled. But, when in I82fi, 
he transferred the administration of Governolent to the native author- 


ities, the country relapsed into its former helpless state. The Rana 
was involved in debt, the revenues were anticipated,’* the British 
tribute fell in arrears, and extravagance and oppression became as great 
as they had been before. 

Bhim Singh died in 1828, and was succeeded by Jowan Singh, a 
feeble character, given to debauchery and vice. During 
Jowan Singh, reign the State was overwhelmed with debt and the 
tribute fell heavily into arrears. He died in 1838, bequeathing to his 
Sirdar Sinc^b Rana Sirdar Singh an inheritance of debt, amount- 

mid Sarup ing to Rs, 19,67,500. Sirdar Singh was succeeded by his 
brother Sarup Singh (1842), who was engaged in conti- 
nual contests with his feudatory chiefs on whose rights and privileges 
he attempted to encroach. The consequence was that the financial 
embarrassments of the State increased, and tlie British Government on 


repeated applications from the Rana, reduced the amount of tribute to 
two Lakhs of Rupees annually (1846). 

Sarup Singh died in^ J861, and was succeeded by liis nephew 
Pambhu Samblm Singh, a boy about 17 years old. DuringTffi 

Siugb. minority the administration of the State was first con-

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ducted by a Regency Council aided by the Political Agent ; but owing 
to the misconduct of the members of the Regency Council, the manage- 
ment of the State was transferred to the Political Agent, assisted by 
two meijibei's. 

On attuiiihig majority Maharana Sambliu Singh 'assumed the 
direct management of the State (1865). Ho was an able 
ruler. He settled the long-standing disputes with the 
lion. feudatory chiefs, made friendly alliances with them, and 

by his mild and benevolent administration acquired the love and res- 
pect of his subjects generally. The country prospered greatly under 
him, and gave promise of further improvement. The British Govern- 
ment invested him with the insignia of the Most Exalted Order of the 
Star of India, and conferred on him the right of adoption. Ho died in 
1874, at tlie early age of 27, to the universal regret of Ins people. 

His nephew Sajjan Singh has been installed as M.iliarana, 
»8ftjjan Singb. is a minor, the administration of tlie country 

h entrusted to a Council of Regency, composed of the two able minis- 
ters Mehta Gokul Chand and Urjuu Singh Sahiwalla, and four members, 
nobPs and sirdars, the Political Agent acting as president. The first 
care of these officers was to provide for the education of the young 
Maharana. Dewan Jani Behari Lai, than whom a better man could 
not be found, was appointed preceptor to His Highness, He is con- 
stant ill his endeavours for the moral and intellectual culture of the 
prince, and under his tuition tho prince is making satisfactory progress 
in English, Urdu, and Hindustani. 

The excellent arrangtments which the members of the Regency 
have made for the administration of the State, deserve commendation. 
Crimes of all binds, especially dacoity, have greatly decreased. The 
police is in good working order, and is at present managed by Munshi 
febamin AU Khan. The administration pf civil justice by Moulvi 
Abdul Rahman is efficient and gives general satisfaction. The school at 
Udaipur also thrives under the careful supervision of the Head Master, 
Mr. G. Baird and Moulvi Abdul Rahman Khan, the Persian teacher.

Chapter II— Ambar or Jaipur. 

This beautiful State is bounded on the north by Bikanir, Hissar, 
and Pattiala; on the east by Alwar and Bharatpur ; on the soiitli by 
Karauli, Gwaliar, Bundi, Tonk, Mewar, and Ajniir; and on the west 
by Kishengarh, Marwar, and Bikanir. It covers an area of 15,250 
square miles, and contains a population of about 1,995,000 souls. The 
gross revenue is Rs. 47,50,000, and the tribute is Rs, 4,00,000. The 
army consists of 768 artillerymen, 10,500 infantry, 3,530 cavalry, 
4,096 nagas, and 78 guns. 

The princes of Jaipur belong to the Kutchwa family, so called 
from the ancestor Kush, second son of Ram, ancient king of Ayodhya. 
Raja Nal, a descendant of Kush, is said to have settled himself at Nar- 
war in the Central Provinces, towards the latter end of the tliird 
century of the Christian era. Dhola Rai, the thirty- 
the^fou^der descent from Nal, emigrated to Rajputana about 

the middle of the tenth centu;ry. The whole countiyj^o - 
the east of Ajmir was at that time occupied by petty Rajput and 
Mina duets ; several of these he defeated in battle, took possession of 
their territories, and laid the foundation of the Sovereign State now 
known as Ambar or Jaipur. 
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Dbola Rai was succeeded by his gon Kankal, who among 
Kankal. other places, conquered from the Susawat JVliuaa the city 
of Ambar (A. D. 1037) ; where he transfeired the seat of Govern- 
Ertenfc. IS^ith a view to conciliate this powerful tiibe and prevent 
them from rising into rebellion, Kankal a'^signed to tSiem twelve 
villages in the neighbourhood of Ambar, entrusted to tliein the Chauki- 
dnri of the .city and employed them in guarding the royal treasury. 
Hannuji, and Hia successors Hannuji and Janurdeoji, were engaged 
Jauuraeoji. continual contests with the Minns, and eventually suc- 
^ dljecUonof •et'ded^n bringing into subjection that wild and aboriginal 
•tue Minas. peojile. Pajun was the next king. He was allied to 
Pajun. Pil l hi Raj of Delhi, whose sister he had married, and w^as 

sent by that prince to aiVest the progress of Muhammad of Ghor. 
Pajun infli6ted a terrible defeat on the Muhammadan at the Khyber 
Pass, and pursued him as far as Ghizni, He also assisted Pjrfchi Raj 
in the conquest of Mahaba, and in carrying off the daughter of the 
king of Ajmir. In the latter attempt however he lost his life. 

The tl.irteenih king in succession from Pajun was Pirthi Raj. He 
PirLhi Raj seventeen sons, and to twelve of these, who had attain- 

ed manhood, he assigned twelve estates out of his territories 
and granted the right of succession to them and their descendants. 
Bahar Mai succeeded by bahar Mai, the first prince of 

the dynasty who submitted to the Muhammadans, It is 
ancr^v^itlf Bahar Mai gave his daughter in marriage to Prince 

the Moghals. Akbar, son of the Emperor Humayun, and received from 
that monarch a high military rank among the chiefs of the Empire. 

Intermarriage with the Muhammadans was always looked upon 
with abhorrence by the princes of Eajputana. They would rather lose 
wealth, kingdom, even their lives than give a daughter in marriage to. 
an Islamite. Hence this connection of the Jaipur family with the 
Menials, exposed the former to the insult and ridicule of the Rajput 
Chiefs, and the Ranas of Udaipur, the suns of Hindu glory,*' broke 
off all intercourse with them. The princes of Jaipur, however continu- 
ed faithful allies to the Moghals, and w^ere for more than a century the 
firmest supporters of the Moghal throne. 
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Bahar Mai was succeeded by Bhagawanfc Das. This prince 
fuUowed the example of his father and married liis 
daughter to prince Selim, afterwards the celebrated 
Jehangir. He was also the most distinguishedt courtier 
in tlio pala ?0 of Akbar, and waa invested by the Emperor with 
the government of the Panjab. Man Singh, the nephew 
Man Singh, successor of Bliagawant Das, was the greatest 

warrior of the age. He held the higliest rank among the military 
chiefs of the Empire, and as commander of the imperial army 
did good service in the Panjab and Kabul, he redAced Orissa to sub- 
mission, and made x\ssam tributary to the Moghals; and as governor 
of ngal, settled the affairs of that distracted province. 

Man Singh died in 1615, and was succeeded by his son 
Jagat 8ingh 7., Jagat Singh L, (Tod says Rao Bhao Sing*h). Jagat 
Singh I. was followed by Maha Singh, who after ashoit 
Jui hingh'L reign left the throne to Jai Singh I., commonly called the 
Mirza Raja. * 

Jai Singh I. was contemporary with the Emperor Aurangzlb, and 
received from that monarch high marks of honor for his important 
Pefeated services. ITe was sent against Sivaji, the great Mahratta 
Sivnji. Chief, whom he defeated and brought to Delhi as a prisoner. 
Ho also conquered fur the Emperor several places in the Dekhun. But, 
as he was too powerful for a subject,” Aurangzib determined to destroy 
him. The wily monarch had recourse to Kirat Singh, youngest son of 
the Raja, and fanning his ambition by promises of the throne prevailed 
on him to administer poison to his father. Jai Singh L died of the effects 
of the poison, but the parricide did not attain the object of his ambition. 

The feeling of the country was too strong” to admit him to the 
EamSinehT eldest brother Ram Singh I. who was elected 

nud Bishen Raja, was shortly followed by Bishen Singh, and he 
Jai Sirigh II. in his turn by Jai Singh IL, better known as Sewai»fcH 
Singh. 

The reign of this prince was one of the most brilliant epochs in 
the history of Ambar. He was a wise and hum^ne ruler, and the forty- 
four yeais of his rule, were years of prosperity” for the country. lie 
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liad a great taste for architecture and engineering, and built the 
nis import- ‘‘marble citjr” of Jaipur, decorated it with,, noble edifices 
ant works, made it his capital. He also constructed at his 

own expanse several caravansaries tht^oughout his dominions for the 
convenience oi travellers. He was moreover distinguished for Lis 
“ intellectual capacity and for his liberal patronage of science and 
arts,” and was “ a highly-skilled mathematician and a painstaking and 
accurate observer.” The observatories which he erected at Jaipur, 
Delhi, Mathura, and Benares, and the instruments which he invented 
for astronomical observations, are sufficient proofs of an advanced 
^knowledge in that science. 

During the early part of his reign Maharaja Jai Singh IT. had joined 
with the kings* of Udaipur, and Jodhpur, in a tripartite 
aufaac^^ ‘ alliance for mutual protection against the Muhammadans. 

He had during that time regained for himself and Jiia 
descendants, the right of marrying in the Udaipur family on the under- 
standing, that the sons of the Udaipur princesses should be heirs to the 
throne in preference to children by other wives. The evil effects of 
this condition were manifest soon after his death. 

Maharaja Jai Singh 11. died in 1743, and was succeeded by his 

Isvari Singh Isvari Singh. But he had another son, the 

fruit of his marriage with the sister of Baua Jagat Singh 
II,, of Udaipur. This prince now laid his claims to the throne and 
was supported in his pretenrfons by his uncle, the Bana. With the 
aid of the Mahrattas, Isvari Singh was deposed and Madhu raised to 
the throne. 

Likehis father Madhu Singh was a great lover of learning and learn- 
Madhu Singh. reign of 17 years would have proved a peaceful 

and prosperous one, but for the incessant hostilities of 
the Jats who were then rising into importance. He died in 1760. 
Pirihi successor Pirthi Singh II., was a minor. The guar- 

Siugh II. diaiiship of the young prince was entrusted to his step- 
mother, a designing and ambitious woman. She coveteef the throne 
for her son Pratap. Pirtiii died after a short reign of nine years, not 
without strong suspicious of having been poisoned. His son Man 
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Singh was secretly conveyed frojyi the presence of the queen regent, 
and sent to Gwaliar, where he spent his life. Thus the way was left 
clear for Pratap who now ascended the throne (1769). 

Pratap Singh was a brave and wise prince. He united with the 
Pratap Singh. Jodhpur to check the progress of the Mahrattas 

who had commenced depredations on Pajputana ; and 
attack J^pur. ii^Aicted on them a defeat at Tonga (1787). But this 
defeat only served to inflame the martial spirit of the 
Mahrattas, and they renewed their attacks with double vigour. The 
country was desolated by these fierce invaders, asid Pratap Singh, 
Peace defeated in two successive battles, sued for peace. Thl'arwws 

granted to him on payment of a heavy tribute annually. 
Pratap died in 1803, and was succeeded by »hia son Jagat Singh 11. 

Jagat The character of this prince was a composition of etfemi- 

Siugh II. nacy and cowardice, debauchery and libertinism. During 

the sixteen years of his reign the degeneration of Jaipur was complete, 
and his death which occurred in A. D. 1818 was a great relief to the 
country. But though the reign of this dissolute prince was fraught with 
innumerable evils to his country, yet it was connected with an event of 
great interest and importance in the history of Jaipur. This was the 
political relation of the State with the British Government. As early 
as the year 1803, the English Government had formed an alliance with 
Jaipur and taken that State under its protecuon. Two years later, 
the connection was dissolved and the protection withdrawn. This 
breach of treaty was very severely commented on by the Home Govern- 
ment, and the English again sought to renew their connection with 
Jaipur. For some time Maharaja Jagat Singh II. refused all 
advances towards a treaty, but being hard pressed by the armies of 
Holkar, and those of Amir Khan, he was at last obliged to call in the 
assistance of the English. A treaty was concluded on the 2nd of 


Treaty, 


April 1818, by which the British Government agreecUt«»i 
protect the territory of Jaipur, and to expel the enemies of 
that principiflity ; and the Maharaja bound himself to act in subordi- 
nate co-operation with the British Government, to acknowledge its 
supremacy, to furnish troops on the requisition of Government, and to 
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pay an annual tribute of eight laklis of rupees until the revenue should 
exceed forty lakhs, after which five-sixteenths of the excess were to be 
paid in addition to the eight lakhs. The first duty urged on the Maha- 
raja was the resumption of lands usurped by the nobles, and the reduction 
of the nobles to thoir proper relation of subordination. cThrough the 
mediation of Sir David Ocliterlony, agreements were entered into 
similar to those formed at Udaipur. The usurped lands were restored 
to the Maharaja, and the nobles were guaranteed to their legitimate 
rights and possessions. 

Jagat Singh ]I. died without issue, and as he had no near rela- 
. tic'n^^Mohan Singh, son of the ex-prince of Najjsvar, the fourteenth in 
descent from Pirthi Baj I., Raja of Jaipur, ' was elected to the throne 
by Nazir Mohan Ram, Chief eunuch of the palace. This election 
ci'eated gyeat discontent among the nobles and chiefs who mostly 
retired to their own estates ; and the whole populalSbn of Jaipur were 
opposed to it. The birth of a posthumous son, therefore, on the 25th of 
April 1819, by the Bhattiani queen of the late Baja, was hailjdi with 
universal delimit. 

^ The infant was named Jai Singh IIL, and declared heir to the 
Jai Singh III throne under the regency of the queen-mother. But she 
was a depraved woman and completely under the influence 
of her paramour Jota Ram. Through her this man acquired unlimited 
power in the State, and supplanted in the office of minister Rawal Bairi 
Lai, who was nominated by the British Government, All the high offices 
in the Court and royal household were filled up by his creatures, and 
the utmost mii^government prevailed. Jaipur was a scene of anarchy 
and confusion and the British tribute fell into heavy arrears. This 
state of things continued till the death of the queen, which occurred 
in 1833. The British Government now thought it high time to 
interfere. An officer was deputed to reside at the court, and authorized 
^ interfere in the internal admin istralion of the State, with the 
view of guarding thp interests of Government, and securing the pay- 
ment of the tribute.*’ • 

Maharaja Jai Singh III. died in 1835, at the early age of seven- 
teen ; it was supposed from poison administej^^tihrough the instigation 
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of Jota Bam. Colonel Alves, Agent to the Governor General, on hear- 
ing this intelligence proceeded to tlio capital to investigate into the 
murder. Jota Ram and his followers were dismissed from the court, 
and Bawal JBairi Lai was reinstated in the office of prime jpinister. 
This proceeding led to a conspiracy against the Agent, his life was 
attempted and his assistant slain. The murderers, however, were ar- 
rested and put to death, and Jota Ram and his fellow conspirators were 
imprisoned for life in the fort of Chunar. 

Jai Singh 111. loft a son the present Maharaja Ram Singh II. This 
Ram prince was born in 1833, and was about two years of age 

^ ' when he was installed on the throne. During his muibrP 
ty the administration of Government was vested in the hands of the 
Political Agent assisted by a Council of Re*gency, consisting of five 
principal nobles of the State. The members of this council discharged 
their duties conscientious! j and rendered important services to the State. 
They reduced the army, reformed every branch of administration, juo- 
hibited safi^ slavery, and infanticide, and obtained from the British 
Government a remission of the arrears of tribute and the reduction of 
the annual tribute to four lakhs of rupees. 

In 1857, His Highness Maharaja Ram Singh Bahadur, o.c s.r., 
assumed the full administration of the State. His Highness was still 
too young to act independently, and was on most occasions guided by 
the counsels of the Political Agent. By the advice of that officer, 
Rawal Bairi Lai who was naturally of an indolent and extravagant 
disposition, was dismissed, and his brother Thakur Lachman Singh, an 
abler and more careful man was appointed in his place. At the same time 
Pandit Sheodin, formerly preceptor of the Maharaja, was placed at the 
head of the Revenue Department. His Highness the Maharaja Las 
always been a firm and faithful ally of the British Government, 
and has always shewn an es^ptest desire to meet their wishes. During 
His services Sepoy Mutiny he rendered important services to ffov'!^ 
duriug the ernment, for which he rec<fived a grant of the Parganna 
Koti Kassim. 

H is Highness the Maharaja is an intelligent and able ruler, and 
exhibits great interest for the well being of his subjects. His libcru- 
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lity to’trards the promotion of education, and public works in his 
dominions, deserves high commendation. He has^ established an 
English and a Sanskrit College at Jaipur, besides a Girl’s School 
and a ^chool of Induatrial Arts, &c. The sum, he annually con- 
tributes for the maintenance of these institutions, amtont to nearly 
Rupees 80,000, and his contributions towards the support of Public 
Works institutions amount to five lakhs of Rupees yearly. In addition 
to these, he expends nearly four lakhs of Rupees annually in medical 
and other charities. During the famine of 1868, he laid out a large 
sum for the^relief of the poor sufferers in Rajputana ; on which account 
'•WTWeived an increase of salute from 17 to 19 guns for life only. 
His Highness the Maharaja has received the right of adoption. He 
was twice created a meml^er of the Legislative Council of the Governor 
General, and sat as a member of tlie mixed Commission of Europeans 
and Natives by which Malhar Rao’ Gaikwar of Baroda, was tried in 1875 
for an attempt to poison the British Resident at Baroda.” 

His Highness the Maharaja was present at Calcutta to meet His 
His visit to Highness the Prince of Wales on the 23rd Decem- 

CalcuttB. jjpj. ]875. He attended the grand reception of native 
princes and the Chapter of the Star of India, held respectively on the 
24th December 1875, and on the Ist January 1876. His Royal High- 
ness the Prince of Wales received him with respect and not only paid 
The Prince of ^ return visit at Calcutta, but visited J aipur on the 
to Jafpur*^^ 4th February 1876. The prince first killed at Jaipur a 
full-grown female tiger some eight feet four inches long, 
visited Ambar the old capital of Jaipur and went over the old palace. 
The Prince was highly pleased with the reception of the Maharaja, and 
with his own hands laid the foundation of a new town hall to be called 
after himself. 

His Highness the Maharaja was preset at the Imperial Assem- 
held at Delhi on the Ist January 1877, and received the most 
honorable title of “ Counsellor of the Empress” with an increase of 
iDorease of s^^ute from 19 to 21 guns as a mark of personaf honor. He 
salnte. declared for life an ex-ojicio^ Companion and 

Member of the Order of the Indian Empire Oft the lit January 1878. 
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His Highness Siramadi Rajaliai Hindustan, Raj Rajender, Sri 
Maharaja Dhiraj Sewao, Sir Ram Singh Bahadur ; Knight Grand Com- 
mander of the Most Exalted Order of the Star of India ; Counsellor of 
the Empress, <fec., has judicial powers of life and death, and is^now 46 
years of age;® 

His Excellency Patteh Singh is the present prime minister of 
His Highness the Maharaja. 


Chapter III.— Marwar or JoUhpur. 

This is the largest of the Rajput States, covering an area of 35,6*70 
square miles. On its north and west a g>eat desert extends, which 
separates this State from Bikanir and Jaisalmir ; and on the south- 
east stretches the Aravali Mountain, dividing it from the territory 
of Mewar. It is watered by the river Luoi and its branches. It 
has a population of 2,000,000 souls, and its estimated revenue is 
Rupees 25,00,000. Tribute Rs. 98,000. The military force of the State 
consists of 3,545 cavalry, 5,020 infantry, 270 guns, and 240 gunners. 

The princes of Marwar are descended from the Rahtor kings of 
Kanouj. On the subversion of that ancient Hindu kingdom by Mali- 
Seoji the Ghizni (A. D. 1193), Rao Seoji, grandson of the 

founder. king Jai Chand, followed by the greater portion of the 
Rahtor clan, emigrated to the sandy plane on the banks of the Luni. 
There he subdued the old inhabitants of the Jat tribe, and dis- 
possessing some petty Rajput Chiefs, laid the foundation of a 
powerful principality. The State thus formed is called Marwar, from 
its proximity to Maru or the desert. 

The successors of Seoji, viz., Rao Austhan, Rao Duhar, Rao 
Raipal, Rao Kanhul, Rao^alhunsi, Rao Chada, Rao Theida, Rawal 
Sulkha, and Rao Biram were all warlike princes, and were engag«ip» 
mn continual hostilities with the neighbouring chiefs. The tenth 
Chonda ^prince lu succession from Seoji was Rao Chonda. He was 
a great warrior and enlarged his territories by conquest. He 
coriquered Gudwar and Kagor, and took possession of Mandor, which he 
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made his capital. He was slain at Nngor in 1402. His son and suc- 
Rinmal lessor Rao llinmal allied himself with thp royal house of 
Mewai’, and cave his sister in marriage to Rana Laklia. On 
the death of Lakha, Mokalji, his son by the Marwar }Miucess succeeded 
to the tlirone t'> i!jO exclusujn of the eldest son Chonda. ^’During the 
minority of his nephew, Rinmal tried to establish liis authority over 
Mowar, and bring that State under his rule. With this view lie 
interfered in the affairs of the State, filled the couit of Chilor with 
his retainers and attempted the life of the Rana. Rut all his 
attempts frustrated by Chonda who zealously guarded the in- 

of the young prince ; and disgusted with foreign interference, 
suddenly fell upon the Rahtors. Rinmal was slain ii the contest 
which ensued, his retaiufrs were dispersed, and his son the valiant 
Jodha Jodha was obliged to take refuge in the hills to escape 

the fury of Chonda. Thus Marwar a prey to the con- 
queror. This reverse was a great blow to the Rahtoris. For a while 
Jodha wandered alone, burning to revenge the death of his father. He 
soon collected a body of followers, and with their aid succeeded in 
defeating nnd taking prisoners two of the sons of Chonda, and put 
them to death. But he could not continue the hostility long, and at 
last sued for peace. As price of the peace he made over to Chonda, 
Settlements province of God war. Jodha now became peacefully 

oftlie country, established in his paternal dominion. His first care was 
to restore order and tranquility to the distracted Cv^untry. “ He 
reinstated in their hereditary estates the ancient proprietors of tlie 
soil,” and built the city of Jodhpur, from which the country derives its 
Surajranl Present name. He died in 1489. The reigns of his son 
Gangal. and Rao Surajmal, his grandson Rao Gangal., and great-grand- 
son Rao Ganga II., occupied 43 years. During the reign of 
First Muha> the last named prince, Bajputa;]^Was threatened by invasions 
theMoghals. Rao Ganga II. united with Rana Sanga of 
Mewar' against the common enemy. The combined forces 
of these two princes sustained them for a short time in \ho conflict 
against Emperor Babei*, but they at last succumbed under the superior 
Strength of thte enemy, 
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Bao Ganga II. died in 1532, and wa» succeeded by his son Bao Mai- 
deo, a brave and wise prince. Under him Marwnr attained a 
Makleo, degree of prosperity. He added to it by conquests, 

reconquered Ajmir and Nagor, fortified the city of Jodhpur an^ erected 
several fortresses throughout lus dominion. But his prosperity did not 
continue long. In he was attacked by Shir Shah, who advanced 

upon Marwu” with 80,000 troops. Maldeo defended himself with 50,000 
men, and overawed tlie invader by his valour and bravery. Shir Shah 
findinp; it impossible to make an impression upon the Rao by mere 
force of arms, had i . ourse to stratagem. By means of lettjjers intended 
to be inteioepted, he raibed the suspicion of the Rao against his (i'aieftr 
and induced him to retreat. A large number of Rao’s troops were 
cut to ]n’eccs, and the Rao himself was obliged to submit. The mis- 
fortunes of IVlaldfO did not end here. In 1561, Akbar invaded Marwar, 
captured } d.ikot and Nagor, and mode them over to Rai Singh of 
Bikanir, a junior m^mibcr oi the family. Eight years later he again 
turned liis arms against this unfortunate country. Muldeo sued for 
peace, and sent liis second son to meet the Emperor. Akbar resented 
the non-appearance of Maldeo, and assuming a superiority to which he 
w’as not entitled, nnido a formal grant of Jodhpur to Rai 8ingh, to 
whom ho had t>revioubly transferred Malakot and Nagor. Rai Singh, 
however, did not obtain possession, and a series of struggle ensued, 
which ended without any docieive result. In the midst of these 
troubles Maldeo died (1573). 

Rao Udai Singh, the eldest surviving son of Maldeo, succeeded to the 
ITdai Sin^^^h acknowledged the supremacy of the Emperor 

to whom Lc gave his sister Jodha Bai in marriage, and was 
treated witli great fav r and distinction. All the territories conquered 
from Maldeo, with the exception of Ajmir were restored to liun. The 
Emperor also granted him several rich districts in Malwa and assisted 
him in diminishing the power of his nobles, • 

Rao Udai Singh died after a reign of 33 years (1G06). Ilis son 
Sur Singh successor Sawai Raja Sur Singh possessed great abilities 

and higli military talents. He assisted Akbar in several 
of his wars, and conquered for the Emperor, the provinces of Sirohi and 
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Gujrat. After the death of Akbar, Sur Singh served under Jeliangir 
and rose high in favor. He died in 1620, and was succeeded by his 
eldest son Qaj Singh. 

This prince inherited all the noble qualities of -his father, and was 
Singh received with great favor by Jehanj^ir. He was 

appointed Viceroy of the Dekhan, where he acquitted himself 
honorably; but ho threw up his appointment on account of some 
disagreement with Prince Kharum, afterwards the celebrated Shah 
Jehan. During the rebellion of that prince against his father, Maha- 
raja Gaj Sinj^h sided with the Emperor, and assisted him with troops 
-kH)lrerdecisive battle near Benares. He was slain in a conflict with 
Joswant ^ robbers in Gujrat (1638). His son and succes- 

Singh 1. Bor Maharaja^ Jeswant Singh 1. was the most illustrious 
prince of the race. He possessed great talents and a Irighly culti- 
vated mind, and was a valiant warrior, a wise politician, and a 
liberal patron of the arts. He served with great distinction under the 
Emperor Shah Jehan, and was in 1658 appointed Governor of Malwa. 
About this time Shah Jehan fell ill. During the illness of the Emperor, 
and the struggles of his sons for the empire, Jeswant Singh espoused the 
cause of the oldest Dara, and opposed himself to prince Aurangzib, the 
most ambitious of the brothers. But all his efforts were unavailing ; 
and he saw Aurangzib victorious and firmly established on the tlirone. 
That crafty monarch' soon perceived that Jeswant Singh was too power- 
ful an enemy to be openly resented, and determined to gain him over to 
his side. The Maharaja was accordingly pardoned and invested with 
the vice-royalty of Qnjrat, He was twice sent to the Dekhan as the 
Emperor's Lieutenant to check the progress of Sivaji. But on both 
these occasions he acted treacherously towards his sovereign by open- 
ing negociations with the enemy, with whose aid he attempted to set 
up prince Moazzim On the throne. ^ 

* •Tha Emperor was highly incensed at tins intelligence, and deter- 
mined upon the de^^truotion of the Maharaja. Jeswant Singh was recalled 
from the Dekhan, and sent to Kabul, to . quell a rebellion which had 
bioken out there. He was destined never to Bee" his^native country 
again. He died at Kabul in 1678, leaving his widow and two infant 
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sons under the care of liis faithful follower Durga Das. Soon after his 
death they set*out for India. On their arrival at Delhi, Aurangzib 
refused admittance into the city, surrounded their encampment 
with troops, and detained them as close prisoners. They wwe how 
ever extricat^ from this unpleasant situation by the ingenious con- 
trivances of the faithful Durga Das, and safely conveyed to Jodlipur, 
Ajit Singh Singh, the elder of the two princes was raised to the 

throne. 

Aurangzib heard with great disappointment the flight of tlie 

prisonei-s, and sent an army under prince Azim to’ invade Jodlipur.

After the death of Aurangzib in 

Recovers 1707, prince Ajit Singh recovered his capital, and soon 

Jodhpur. brought it to its former state of prosperity. lie was a 

vigorous and an intellectual prince, who evinced a great hatred to 

the very name of Moslem, and became a party to the triple alliance with 

Udaipur and Jaipur, resist Muhammadan aggression and to under- 

tal;e no matrimonial engagements with princes of that religion.’' 

He had two cruel sons, Ablii Singh and Bakht Singh ; the latter of 

whom murdered him at the instigation of the former, who was bribed 

by the Court of Delhi with the offer of the viceroy alty of Giijrat to 

commit this horrible crime. Abhi Singh succeeded his 

Abhi Singh, father Maharaja Ajit Singh in 1731. He had constant 

disputes with his fellow-assassin and brother Bakht Singh whom he 

repaid by the gift of the viceroyalty of Gnjrat. In 1760, Maharaja 

Ram Singh Singh died leaving the throne to his son Kain

• This prince was driven from the throne by his uncle the parricide

for three years during which period ne com [deled the for- 
tifications of Jodhpur, enhanced the resouroei^ pf the State, and animated 
his countrymen in opposing foreign aggression* Maharaja Bakht 
Singh, with the exception of one griSat crime, was a bold and noble 
prince. He was highly proficient in the litemtare of Bajwarra and

Ram Singh. 
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took great interest in the advancement of learning. He was poisoned 
by the aunt of the expelled Ram Singh, and was succeeded by his son 
Bijai Singh Singh. Soon after the succession of Maharaja 

^ Bijai Singh to the throne, his cousin Ram Singh attacked 
Jodhpur with a l&tge army assisted by the Mahrattas. In the contest 
which ensued, Bijai Singh was defeated, and was obliged to take shelter 
in a neighbouring place. The Mahrattas availing themselves of this 
opportunity took possession of the land by expelling Ram Singh who 
died at Jaipur in 1773. Meanwhile, Bijai Singh, with the aid of Protap 
Siu ghi king*of Jaipur, e;:pelled the Mahrattas from the country, and 
defeated them at Tonga in 1787, notwithstanding they were assisted 
by tlie Chevalier de Boi^erne. By this rictory Bijai Singh recovered 
Ajinir, but it was retaken by De Boigne in two battles, subsequently 
fought against him at Patan and Mairta in 1791, and he had to pay an 
indemnity of Rupees 60,00,000 in consequence of the Rajputs having 
been completely vanquished. He had six surviving sons, m., Zalim 
Singh, Sawant Singh, Shir Singh, Bhim Singh, Goman Singh, and Sirdar 
Singh, of whom the eldest Zalim was the rightful heir, but Bijai Singh 
with a view to please his concubine had adopted his grandson Man Singh, 
Bh' S* third son Shir Singh. In 1793, Bijai Singh died, 

jhim Sin^b, fourth son Bhim Singh usurped the throne by defeat- 

ing Zalim Singb, and murdering the rest of his brothers and their sons by 
poison and sword except the adopted son of the concubine, liis own nephew 
Man Singh, who alone was saved by taking refuge in Jlialur. Bhim 
Singh pursued him to Jhalur, but being disappointed in not being able 
to take the place by assault, he blockaded it for some length of. time, 
during which he saddenly died (Nov. 1803), leaving the throne to

supported by adventurer Amir Khan, whose freebooters devastated 
the lands of Jaipur, of Mewar and Marwar, committing atrocities not to 
be counted.'' At this time Dhokhol Singh, a posthumous so^ of tlio 
widow of Bhim Singh, appeared on the field as a claimant to the throne, 
supported by a large body of nobles. This occurrence increased the 
troubles and anxieties of Man Singh, who at last feigned insanity and 
Jodhpur abdicated the throne in favor of his son Oliattar Singh 
ro*^ during whose reign Jodhpur was taken under British 
tection. protection (January 1818), and thus* save<J from the 
depredations of Amir Khan. 

Shortly after the conclusion of this treaty, Chattar Singh died 
from the effects of his .libidinous habits, which, however, cured the 
feigned insanity of his father Man Singh, who reassumed the adminis- 
tration of Government. Man Singh being thus secured against exter- 
nal enemies murdered and imprisoned several of the nobles who were 
unfavorable towards him during his assumed imbecility, and confiscated 
their properties to the value of Bs. 1,00,00,000. Some of the nobles 
also fled from Jodhpur and inhabited the neighbouring States of Kota, 
Mewar, Bikanir, and Jaipur, but the British Government induced the 
Maharaja to reinstate them in their possessions (1824). In 1827, the 
recusant nobles recalled Dhokal Singh, and made preparations to invade 
Jodhpur from the territory of Jaipur. At this crisis, the British 
Government compelled Dhokal Singh to retire from the confederacy, 
and remonstrated with the Maharaja of Jaipur for his interference in 
the matter. In 1839, Colonel Sutherland was deputed to Jodhpur 
by the British Government to restore peace in the country, and the 
Maharaja execu^d an engagement by which he bound himself to 
preserve the rights of the nobles, &c. 

Man Singh died in 18J^, without leaving any natural or adopted 

son. At this opportunity Dhokal Singh, the posthumous soft ot^ 

Bhim Singly once more revived his claims, but to no purpose. The 

widows, the nobles, and the chief State officers selected Takht Singh, 

the great-grandson of Ajit Singh and chief of Ahmed-

naggar as their ruler, ihe choice being at the same time 
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confirmed by the British Government. The reign of this prince was 
not a prosperous one. XJiidor his rule, the affairs of Marwar fell into 
a state of disorder, and there wei’e such constant • ds^putes with the 
nobles, that the British Government was compelled to interfere and 
settle tke matter. ^ 

Assists Maharfiga Takht Singh, rendered good service during the

by His Royal Highness the Prince of Wales in person. The Maharaja 
was also present at the Imperial Assemblage, held at Delhi, on the 
1st January 1877, on account of the assumption of the title “ Empress 
Increase of Iwdia** by Her Most Gracious Majesty the Queen, and 
Salute. has received an increase of salute from l7 to 19 guns. 

His Highness Raj Rajessar, Maharaj Dhiraj Sir Jeswant Singh 
Bahadur, Knight Grand Commander of the Most Exalted Older of the 
Star of India, has Judicial powers of life and death, and is now about 
42 years of age. 

Mehta Bijai Singh Rai Bahadur is the present Dewan or prime 
minister of Highness the Maharpja. He received the title of 
‘‘Rai Bahadur” at the Delhi Darbar on the Ist January 1877-, 
Pandit Sheo Karain ia His Highness’s P^iiyite Secretary.

Chapter IV.— Bundi. 

This State is situated to the south of Jaipur, On its .rest lies the 
territory of Alcirur, and, ou its south and east the present State of 
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Kota. Tho area of Biindi is 2,300 square miles and its p(»pulatiun 
224,000 souls. It yields a revenue of about eight lakhs of Uiipees 
annually. Tribute Bupees 1,20,000. Tho army amounts to 1,375 
infantry, 700 horse, and 88 guns. 

The princfjp of Bundi belong to the Kara tribe of the Ifnjimts ; 
hence the State is commonly knowi^ as Harawati or the country 
Deva Singh Haras. Rao Deva Singh,* the founder of the 

the founder, family was originally a powerful vassal of the Mewar 
State, where his ancestors had taken refuge from the cruelty and 
oppression of the Muhammadans. He afterwards conquered for himself 
the aboriginal tribes who occupied the .country to the east of Mewar, 
and established the principality of Bundi. 

For nearly two centuries from the time of \ts foundation, the sove- 
reigns of Bundi had kept up a close alliance with tho Ranas of 
Mewar, acknowledging tho suzerainty of tho latter and assisting them 
with troops in war. The two houses were also united by matrimonial 
ties. The history of Bundi, during this period, presents very littio of 
interest till the time of Rao Siirjan Singh in the sixteenth century. 

In 1555, Rao Surjan Singh succeeded to the throne, and trans- 
ferred his allegiance to Akbar and made over to him the famous 
Surjau Singh of Rinthanbor. The Emperor in return granted 

to the Rao 62 districts lying in close vicinity to Bundi, and 
invested him with the imperial title of Rao Raja. At a later period, 
the Rao obtained as a reward for his valuable services to the Emperor, 
the cities of Benares and Chuimr. He died at Benares after a long and 
prosperous reign (1586). His son and successor Rao Blioj 
Bhoj Singh, favor of Akbar. He followed the 

Emperor in his expedition to Qujrat, and rendered important services 
on that occasion. Bhoj Singh died in 1608 leaving the throne to his eldest 
son Rao Ratan Singh, a wise and generous ruler who was universally 
admired for his noble qualiti^. The reign of this prince marks^ an^ 
important epoch in the annals of Bundi. He bad been ono of 
Ratan Singh. jaost zealous adherents of Jehangir when that monarJi 


' Eao Dova was lineally descended from Anhui or Agnipala, the first Choliau. 
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was threatened by the rebellion of his son Shah Jehan. He had also 
evinced great courage and military skill in the battle of Burhanpur, 
which resulted in the total defeat of Shah Jehan ‘knd the dispersion of 
his followers- As a reward, the Rao was appointed to the Government 
of Burli!{npnr. At the Same time the Emperor conferred on Madhu 
Singh'} second son of the Rao, all the southern portion of 
Ha^rawatf^ Harawali with Kol^for its capital *‘tobe held by him 
and his heirs direct of the Crown.” This act of the 
Emperor divided Harawati into two parts under separate rulers. 

Rao Ratan Singh was succeeded on the throne by his grandson 
Chattar SaF‘(1632). Thispripce passed the greater part of his reign 
in the service of the Emperoiu For a long time he held 
flhattar Sal. important post of Governor of Delhi,' to which he was 
nominated by the Emperor Shah Jehan. Subsequently he accompanied 
prince Aurangaib la his expedition to the Dekhan, and greatly distin- 
guished himself during the campaign- Chattar Sal was contempo- 
rary with Raja Jeswaufc Singh of Jodhpur and in the struggles for 
the empire which followed the illness of Shah Jehan, he joined the 
Raja in defending the cause of Dara Shiko and died valiantly fighting 
fo'' that prince (1658). His eldest son was slain in the contest. The 

B1 ao Sin h Bhao Singh suffered much persecution 

at the hands of Aurangzib, who ordered Bundi to be 
annexed to the empire. Rao Bhao was afterwards, pardoned and res- 
tored to his paternal dominions. Ho proved himself a faithful vassal, 
and as imperial governor of the city of Aurangabad, discharged his 
duties to the satisfaction of his master. 

Rao Bliao died chiUUese, 1862, and was siioceeded by Rao Anirud 
Singh, the grandson of his younger brother Bhim Singh. Tins prince 

A ■ d Singh Aurangzib by his courage and gallan- 

try. He served under the Emperor in his Dekhan cara- 
jpaign, and rendered signal services in the Saige of B^apur. Rao Anirud 
Bjngh died in the Paujab while engaged in settling the affairs of that 
province. ' ^ 

His son Rao Budh Singh followed hint on ^ the throne (1696). 
Eleven years after the accession of this prince, Empexra Aurangzib 
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died (1707). In the conteBt for the empire which followed, llao Budh 
Budh Singh espoused the cause of Biihadur Shah, and assisted 

liim materially in obtaining the crown. Tliroughoiit the 
long reigns of Bahadur Shah and his successors, Jehandtj* Shah, 
JPeroksbir, anS Muhammad Shah ; the Rao continued in imperial service 
and was raised to high posts in the empire. On the death of Muham- 
mad Shah he set out for his native country. Here a reverse was 
awaiting him. Raja Jai Singh II. of Jaipur taking advantage 
par^surps^ protracted absence of Budh had obtained possession of 

force ^ Bundi by force, and conferred it on one Dulil Sihgh witli the 
title of Rao Raja. So that, when Rao Budh Singh returned to 
Bundi, he found his throne usurped, and strangers in possession of th«» 
country. Unable to cope with the superior power of his adversary, he 
retired to Beygu, where he died after several vain attempts to regain his 
dominion. His son Rao Umed Singh wandered in exile for 
Umed Singh. years. During this period he did not remain idle. 

The loss of his paternal territory weighed heavily on him and its 
recovery was the principal object he had in view. In the course of his 
wanderings he collected a large body of followers and with their aid 
together with the assistance rendered by Darjau Sal, Raja of Kota, 
he commenced hostile operations against Jaipur. The hostilities were 
continued for a long time, till at last both parties wearied out by an 
unprofitable war, came to a mutual understanding. Bundi was restored 
Recovers Umed Singh on condition of his paying a large 

Buudi. of money as tribute (1749). 

Rao Umed Singh thus became established in his father’s territories, 
but his rule did not prove a prosperous cue. He began his reign under 
very adverse circumstances. The country had not yet recovered' from 
the effects of the late struggle with Jaipur. Confusion and anarchy 
prevailed throughout “ to^lhake confuaion worse confounded,” the 
Mahrattas now commenced their inroads upon Bundi and impoverished 
the State bv^ numerous and heavy exactions. Harassed by these evils 
and worn out with cares of State, Umed Singh abdicated the throne in 
favor of his son (1771), and left Bundi in the costume of a pilgrim. 
He was, however, recalled from his wanderings by the death of his son, 
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and on retarning to Bttndi re-assumed the Government of the State 
(1798). In the latter part of liis reign an event happened which was 
to connect Bundi with the British Government, The British forces 
under ^olonel Milmson were retreating before Holkar, and in the course 
of their flight reached Bundi. Umed Singh diaJegarding the 

Assists vengeitnce of Holkit, rendered them every possible assist- 

ance and granted them a safe passage through his doini- 
Uolkar. niona. 

Bao Umed Singh was succeeded by his grandson Bao Bishen Singh

English in this occasion, \he British QorernmeMt determined to form 
a friendly alliance with the Bao, and take him under its 
protection. Accordingly a treaty was concluded iu 18l8, 
by which British protection was extended to Bundi, and 
all the districts which had been seized by Holkar, and Sindhia, were 
restored. 'I'lie Bao on bis part rfcknowledged the supremacy of the

Bishen Singh died after a reign of 17 years (1821), leaving the

® ■ This prince was only eleven years old at the time of his 
accession. During his minority,, the administration was conducted 
by the minister Kishen Bam, a person possessing all the noble 
quallt|j|fls essential in a good ruler. In the course of six years and a half, 
during which time be held the veins of Government, he restored prosr 
periby to the country,' raisei^ the revenue {<s]hioh had fallen to a very low 
■^guKs) to five lakhs of Bu'pees auimally, and paid , the entire debt of 
the State. Unfortnnately, Kwken Rain was murdered a party of 
3^odbpnr nobles who had come on a deputation to Bundi. The young 
J4aha Rao was greatly mcensed at this daring act of the Jodhpur men, 
*ad determined tp avenge the death of his minister. He seized upon 
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two of the party who were implicated in tlie murder and put them 
to death. Not content with this, he commenced preparations for war 
with Jodhpur. A contest would have ensued, but the British Govern- 
ment now interfered and settled matters amicably between the two 
States. <» 

Soon after this event, Maha Rao Raja Ram Singh assumed the direct 
management of Government. During the Sepoy Mutiny, lie kept 
aloof and in violation of the treaty of 1818, refrained from assisting 
the English with troops. For this, Government broke off all friendly 
relations with him (1857). But the intercourse was -resuingd thirteen 
years later and continues 4 to this day. 

His Highness Maha Rao Raja Ram Singh was present at the 
Imperial Assemblage, held at Delhi ontlie Ist January 1877, on account 
of the assumption of the title Empress of India^* by Her Most Gracious 
Majesty the Queen. On this grand occasion, he received the most 
honorable title of ‘‘ Counsellor of the Empress,'^ and was invested as a 
Knight Grand Commander of the Most Exalted Order of the Star of 
India by His Excellency Lord Lytton, the Viceroy and Governor 
General of India, in the name of the Queen and by Her Majesty’s com- 
mand. The Maha Rao Raja has also been declared for life as an 
cx-oj/loio Companion, and Member of the Order of the Indian Empire on 
the Isb January 1878. His Highness Maha Rao Raja Sir Ram Singh 
Biihadur, Knight Grand-Commander of the Most Exalted Older of the 
Star of India, Counsellor of the Enapress, &c., has judicial powers of 
^ ^ life and death, and is now about 69 years of age. The 

Maha Rao is entitled to a salute of 17 guns. 


ChapJJOT V. — Kota.

The territory of Kota lies to the south of Bundi, It embraces an 
area of 5,000'i»(iuare miles, and contains a population of about 4,50,000 
souls. The gross revenue is Rs 20,00,000, and the tribute Rs. 1,84,720. 
The soil of Kota is rich and fertile, but the supply of water is very 
8 
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Beauty, there being no canals the only available means of irrigating 
the land is by wells and tanks. The military force of the State consists 
of 4, GOO infantry, 700 cavalry, and 1 JO guns. ' 

The existe^e of Kota as a separate State, dates from the begin- 
ning of the SfV^lfiteenth century.- ft originally formei’ a dependency* 
of Bundi, as pt^eviously shewn in my account of that State; but in 
the year 1620 it was conferred by the Emperor Jehangir upon Mad hii 
Singh, the second son of lUo Ratan Singh of Bundi, -with 
Madhu Singh. alienation from Bundi of nearly 

lialf of it^terriUries was probably an act of policy on the part of the 
Bmperor, who was jealous of too much power iq a subject. Raja Madhu 
^ Singh reigned ten years, during which he enlarged his dominions by 
Followed by conquests from neighbouring ^tates. He died in 1630, 
four princes, and was succeeded by four princes in the space of about 
seventy-seven years. Their names were Mokhand Singh, Jagat Singh, 
Kishor Singh I., and Ram Singh 4. These princes were all firm in 
them allegiance to the Emperors of Delhi, and served them faithfully 
in theii w.irs as well as in times of peace. 

Bhim Singh I., the next prince, came to the throne in 1707. 
Bbim Singh I the first sovereign of his race who was graced with 

the imperial title of “ Leader of Five Thousand.” He had 
also the title of Maha Rao conferred on him by the Malia liana of 
Conquers Udaipur, Maha Rao Bhim Singh was a brave warrior, and 

the Bbils. carried his arms into the country of the Bliils which he 

conquered and added to his territories. He was also an able ruler, 
but his good qualities were marred by one blot in his life. This was 
his infidelity towards the elder branch of the family. He united with 
Baja Jai Singh II, of Jaipur in expelling Budli Singb/rom Bundi, and 
during the coufusiou which followed in that State, annexed all lands 

east of the Chambal to his own dominions.

- • Bbira Siagb died in 1719, and tlie Aign of kis eldest son Arjun * 

Singh ooonpied four jears. As this prince left no children, 
jnn ng arose among his two brothers Si*m Singh and 

B^n Sal for the snccession. In the contest which ensued Siam lost 
. fih life, and the surrirec Durjan then ascended the throne, 
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This brave prince possessed great abilities. Shortly after his 
accegsion, Kota was invaded by the Baja of Jaipur, when 
Durjan Sal. g^j |uig country with SO much vigour, 

that he compelled the invader to retire. He also assisted Umed^Singh» 
the son of Bfidh Singh, in recovering Bundi from Jaipur ; but his 
vigour and abilities were of no avail against the Mahrattas, and 
towards the latter part of his reign he was obliged to submit to Holkar, 
and agree to an annual payment of tribute. 

Durjan Sal died in 1756, and was succeeded by Ajit Singh, a 
Ajit Siugh. ^^stant relation. Ajit Singh was followed after a short 
reign of about three years by his son Chattar Sal. During 
the reign of Chattar Sal, Kota experienced a second invasion of t^ 
Jaipuiians (1761). The RajahadPonly 5,000 men to oppose 
Chattar Sal. ^ vast number of the enemy. The two armies met 

at Biitwarro, and a dreadful contest ensued. The result of the day 
would have proved fatal to Kota, but the State was saved by the 
stratagems of the minister Zalim Singh. He induced the Mahrattas 
with hopes of plunder to join him, and at the sight of that formidable 
host, the Jaipuriaiis fled in dismay, leaving their camps and equipages 
behind. 

Chattar Sal died in 1765, and was succeeded by bis brother 
Goman Singh Cro man Singh. Zalim Singh continued as minister, but 
unfortunately fell under the displeasure of his master and 
was removed from his service. Subsequently, however, he was restored 
to favour and re-employed in his former post. The reign of Goman 
Incursions Singh would have proved a prosperous one, but for tlie 
of the frequent iucursions of the Mahrattas ; Qoman, unable to 
rattas. oppose force by force, was obliged to buy them off by a 
pajment of six lakhs of Bupees. Sliortly after this, Goman Singh died 
in 17 70, leaving hisinfant son Maha Rao Umed Singh under 
Umed Singh, guardianship^of Zalim Singh. During the minority of 

the young prince, and indeed throughout thb whole period of his reign, 
Zalim exercised all the powers of Government. Under the able 
administration of this wise and talented man, Kota rose to be one of the 
most powerful and prosperous States in Rajputana. He added to it 
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several rich districts which he seized from Bundi, and made its very 
name respected by Muhammadans as well as Mahra^tas. In 1817, 
Zalim Singh co-operated with the English troops for the suppression 
of the IJiiidaria, aijd it was for the important services rendered by him 
on lli^t occasion that a treaty was concluded frith Kota, by 
which the State was taken under the protection of the 
British Government, the tribute formerly paid to the Malirattas was 
made payable to the British Government, and the Maha Rao was to 
furnish troops according to his means when required. A supplemen- 
tary articlefc was •added to the treaty, vesting the administration iii 
Zalim Singh and his descendants.’* At the same time four districts 
^ded by Holkar were permanently annexed to Kota. 

Throe years after the accomplishment of this treaty Maha Rao 
Umed Singh died (1820), and was succeeded by his son Kishor Singh II. 
Kiahor This prince disliked the idea of remaining a nonentity 
Smgb II. j^ig QY^n territories, while the supreme power was exer- 

cised by another. He revolted against the authority of the minisber, 
and tried to ^‘secure the actual administration by force.” But he 
was defeated iu his attempt and obliged to fly to Jodhpur. An accom- 
modation however was eflTected through the intervention of the British 
Government, by which Maha Rao Kishor Singh II. was guaranteed 
supreme power in the palaces assigned to him with an allowance of 
Rs. 1,64,000 for the maintenance of himself and his household, and 
on his part he recognised the perpetual administration of Zalim and 
his descendants. Kishor then returned to his own dominions. 

In 1824, Zalim Singh breathed his last. The ofiice of minister 
devolved on his son Madhu Singh. Though this man was quite unfit 
to conduct the administration of the State, yet his succession was 
undisputed by virtu© of the treaty concluded in seven years before. 

M^iha Rao Kishor Singh II. died in 1828, leaving the pageant 

^IlanTsinghll *^*’®*^^ nephew Ram Singh II. About the same time 
the minister Madhu Singh died, and was succeeded in his 
office by his Son Madan Singh. Maha Eao Ram Singh II, liad frequent 
quarrels with the new minister for power, and in 1834 these disputes 
rose so high as to ei^daugcr the safety of the State. The British 
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Government again thought it advisable to interfere. The supplemen- 
tary article added to the treaty of 1817, which recognised Zalim Singh 
and his descendants as the sole administrators of affairs, was repealed, 
and the Maha llao was invested with the full administration of the 
State. To piiovide for the descendants of Zalim Singh who had ren- 
dered the English every assistance in his power during the Pindari 
war, the British Government created the new principality of Jhallawar, 
Jhallawar consisting of 17 districts detached from the territory of 
detached Kota, and made it over to Madan Singh to be held by him 
from Ivota, (1838). In consequence of this arrange- 

ment a new treaty was formed with Kota, by which the Maha Rao’s 
tribute was reduced by 80,000 Rupees to be paid by Jhallawar, and 
lie agreed to pay three lakhs of Rupees anmially for the maintenance 
of an auxiliary force to be denominated the Kota contingent. Tho 
cost of the contingent was subsequently reduced to two lakhs of 
Rupees a year. 

The Kola contingent was placed under the disposal of the Political 
.Agent. Ill 1857, the troops mutineed and put tho Agent and his two 
sons to death. As the Maha Bao showed no inclination to assist the 


officer, he fell under the displeasure of the British Government, and 
his salute was reduced from 17 to 13 guns. He was, however, granted 
the right of adoption along with other Rajput princes. 

Maha Rao Ram Singh II. died in April 1S6G, and was succeeded by 
liis son Bhim Singh II., the present Maha Rao, who took the family name

of Ohattar Singh. As this prince is still a minor, the Gov- 
ernment of the country was at fir|t placed in tlie liands of 


Singh. principal officers of the State, But during their admi- 


nistration the country was reduced to a miserable plight and tho finan- 


cial embarrassment of the State increased aud prevailed to so great an 


extent that the British Goveriynent was at last obliged to interfere. In 
February 1874i, Nawab Sir iSluhammad Paiz All Khan Bahadur, k.c*s.i.,' 
formerly minister of .Jaipur was aj^poiated prime-minister and sole 
administratof of affairs subject to the advice and control of the Agent 
to the Governor-General. Under. the able supervision of this wise 
and talented officer, the State has recovered much of its former pros- 
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perity. He has introduced reform into every branch of the administra- 
tion. Debts to a large amount have been discharged, jails and hospitals 
kept in good order, and proper measures taken for the improvement 
of sanitation. Tli^e Police also deserve commendation, but his arrange- 
ments fSr the administration of civil and criminal justice deserves 
special notice. entire territory of Kota has been divided into 

eight Nizamats or districts, and these again have been sub-divided 
into revenue and oriminal sub-divUlons each under a separate officer, 
for the more ready admission of grievances.” Criminal, Civil and 
Bevenue Courts have been established at the capital for the trial of 
cases beyond the power of these officers. A Court of Appeal has also 
been established at the capital. 

^ Hiei Highness Maka Rao Ghattar Singh Bahadur has been restored 
the salute of 17 guns enjoyed by his father before the 
Salute. 1857. His Highness receives for his personal ex- 

penses a yearly allowance of Bs. 1,20,000, and has judicial powers of 
life and death. 


Chapter VI.— Jhallawar. 

The prineij^ity of Jballawar consietiE of BOrenteen districts 
coTcring an area of 2,500 square mUes, mtd yielding a revenue of nearly 
sixteen lakhs of Hupees. , Tribu^ Ks. 80,000. The population of the 
State H 3,20,000 souls, and the military force consists of 4,400 infantry, 
425 cavalry, 1 50 artillerymen, and 95 guns. 

It has already h^en noticed, that the districts which the State of 
Jhallawor now contolps were detached from the territory of Kota in 
MadanSiogh bestoifcd upon Madan Singh, in consideration 

of the valuable iserviees of his ■ grandfather Zalim Singh. 
A treaty was concluded with Madan Singh on his assuming the charge 
of tl^a new State, 1^ which he Oakaowledged the supremacy of the 
Jkitish Govenunent, and to pay an annual tribute of 
’ . 89,000 fiupees, and to Btt|^p)y. troops according to his 

means when required. Ho was at the same time vested with the title 
bC Maharsj Baua. 
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Madan Singh died in 1 84 J, ancf was succeeded by his son Pirthi 
_ Singh. This prince has been firm in his allegiance to the 

British Government. Dnnng the Sepoy Mutiny he ren- 
^r^nglish important services to Government by conveying 

during the tf places of safety several Europeans who had taken refuge

Chapter VIL— Tonk. 

Tiik territory of Tonk consists of six isolated districts scattered 
hundreds of miles apart over Raj putana and Central India. It com- 
prises an area of 2,730 square miles, and contains a population of about 
S, 20,000 souls. The revenue is estiilnated at eleven lakhs of Rupees. 
The whole militar}' force consists of 1,730 infantry with a small force 
of police, 1,130 cavalry, 100 artillerymen, and 53 guns. 

The origin of this principality is of recent date. It was founded 
by the famous predatory Omef Amir Khan, of whom men- 
AmirKhan. ttiade more than once in this book. He was 

of A^han origin. Bom of fumble parents, Amir Khan possessed an 
active and enterprizing spifit and an ambition beyond his sphere.* On 
attaining manhood he left hhi paternal roof, and collecting 
His career. number of followers repaired to Malwa to seek 

his fortunes there. Prospects soon bpened out to him. He.proBtfced 
himself by the troubles which at that time prevailed in Central India. 
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He served successively under several native Chiefs, and whenever he 
could not find any employment, supported himself and his followers by 
plunder. Meanwhile, the number of his little band Lad been conti- 
nually increasing, so that 'when in 1799 he entered the service of 
Jeswant^Uoo ITolkar, it had swollen up to a regular army. At the head 
of this army Amir Khan followed his master in his inroads into Malwa 
and Central India, and before jnany years were over, was invested with 
jaghirs in both the provinces. 

Amir Khan now commenced predatory incursions on his own 
account. He ranged over every part of the country from Bundelkhand 
i>n the one stde, to Eajputana on the other, devastating and plundering 
wherever he went. The distracted affairs- of the latter State espe- 
fitely turned his attentionr to that quarter. Family quarrels among 
the Rajput princes gave him opportunities of aggrandising himself. 
He devastated Jaipur and Jodhp\u% seized upon several rich districts, 
and carried off immense booty. But Amir Khan could not long follow 
his predatory career. At the closo of the Pindari war, the British 
Government turned their attention upon the settlement of Rnjputana 
and Central India, Overtures were made to Amir Khan offering 
him £.11 the lands he held under grants from the Holkar, on condition 
of his relinquishing the districts obtained by violence and extortion 
from different Rajput States, abandoning his predatory habits, dismiss- 
ing his army, surrendering his artillery to the British at a valuation, 
and furnishing a body of troops to co-operate, with the British force. 
After much haggling Amir Khan agreed to these terms, and a 

treaty was accordingly concluded in November 1817. At 
Treaty, , 

the same time the British Government granted to him the 
fort and district of Tonk, Ran3|ura, and a loan of three lakhs of Rupees, 
which was afterwards converted into a gift. The district of Pulwal 
was also conferred on bis son as jaghir for life. In lien of the revenue 
of tl^is district, which it was found inconvenient to make over to the 
management of the NawaVs son, annual stipend of Rs. 12,500 was 
^ assigned to him. Amir Khan survived tliis treaty 17 yeaifs. During 
this period he was employed in the improvement of his territories and 
in the education of his children. He died in 1834. 
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\ izir Muham- His son and successor Yizir Muhammad Khan rendered 
zoad Khan, * 

important services to the British Government during the 
EugHsh*^^ Mutinies of 1866-57. He was guaranteed the right of suc- 
duiing the cession according to the Huhammadkn law. Vizir Maham- 
Mutiuy, Khan died after a reign of thirty years and was 

succeeded by his son Mahammftd Ali Khan. $bortiy after his accession, 
Muhammad prince was involved in dispute with one of his Hindu 
Ah lihau. vassals tlie Tlmkur of Lawa. Muhammad Ali Khan attacked 
the Thakur in his own domains, hut- was repulsed with serious loss of 
life. Matters, however, were amicably settled by the intervention of 
English officials, but .the Nawab nursed in secret treacherous designs 
against his vassal. He was bent upon his destruction, and was seeking 
.'in Opportunity to carry out his projeobs. With the cdnnivancft^of 
minister he scuta friendly message to the Thakur inviting him to Tonk. 
The unsuspecting young lord accordingly repaired thither aceJoinpanied 
by his uncle Rewat Singh and a few followers, and was received with every 
seeming mark of hospitality. But the treachery of the Nawab soon 
allowed itself. Rewat Singh was publicly murdered, and the Thakur was 
bhsieged in the palace in which he had taken up his abode and a body of 
troops sent to invade Lawa. This outrage excited the horror of all 
classes i nor did it go unpunished. The British Government took the 
part of the outraged Thakur, the Kawab was deposed, the 
Deposed. salute allowed to him was reduced from 17 to 11 guns, and 
he was at last sent to reside at Benares with an allowance of Rs. 60,000 


a year. The minister Hakim Surwar Shah, hid companion in crime, was 
carried in captivity to the fprt of Chunar (1868), 

Muhammad Ibrahim" Ali Khan, the i^n of the ex-Nawab was raised

ithan. at the time of hid accession, and as, ilia State was much 
involved in debt, the adminisir^idn wad pbeod in the hands 'of a Regency 
Council with Ibadhlla Khanlbhe Naw^h^gtahd uncle, an able and experi- 
enced man as presid<9ife " Khan was appointed a 

minister. On . attaining his MptHf ihe Kawab assumed 

the direct management of the State in 1870, and Ubaidullafi Khan 
falling under suspicion was retboved from office (1874). The Nawab at 
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first desired to carry on the Government without any rofi])onFible minis- 
ter, but in February ajipointecl Ibadulla Khan who had served with 
great credit and ability as president of the Regency Council. The Nawab 
takes an active and personal part to the administration, and deserves 
great credit f«’: the reduction which he has eifected in e\J>peiiditure, and 
the liquidatioi. of a large portion of the debt of the State. 

In 1875, His Highnes'^. Nawab Muhammad Ibrahim Ali Khan Sahib 
Mectstlio Bahadur met His Royal Highness the Prince of Wales at 

Wales at Agra, and was present at the European Fete, held there 

in lio;ior of the Prince. His Highness was also present at 
the Imperial Assemblage, held at Delhi on the 1st January 1S77, and 
reoi ivcd as a mark of personal distinction an increase of 
"*^aiute.,v «alute from K to 17 guns. His Highness Amiii-ud-Daula, 
Wazir-ul-Mulk, Nawab Muhammad Ibrahim Ali Kluui 
Bahadur, has judicial powers of life and death, and is at present 28 years 
of ago. 

Chapter VIII.— Karauli. 

Tins Slate is situated to the east of Jaipur. It has liio piincipa- 
lity of Bha:at]>ur on the north, Dliolpur on the cast, and tlio river 
Cliamba on the south. Its area is 1,870 square miles, and its poiuihi- 
tion 124,000 souls. The revenue from all sources is Rs. 5,00,000. 
The army of the State consists of 400 cavalry, S,200 infantry, 40 
guns, and 40 artillerymen. 

The history of this principality presents very little of importance 
previous to it-? connection with tlie British Government. Like all 
other Rrijput Slates it had succumbed to the Moghals at an early date, 
Mahratta supremacy succeeded that of the Moghals. In the beginning 
Harbaksli century we find Raja Harbaksh Pal ackno\v- 

Tal. lodging the suzerainty of tke Poishwa, and paying him an 

annual tribute of 25,000 Rupee^. By the treaty of Puna, the Peishwa 
ceded his rights to all lands he held north of the Narbadda to tlie 
His connpo- 5 Karauli consequently came into their hands. A 

tion with treaty was concluded with Raja Harbaksh by which he 
the Euglibh. the supremacy of the British Government, and 
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agreoil to funiiali troops accordirig to his means when required. On the 
other hand he was gauranteed in Ids possessions, and the tribute pay- 
able by him to the Mahrattas was remitted, but the Baja wished for 
more, lie desired the possession of some districts wrested from him 
by Sindliia, a.Kl requested the British Government that they should bo 
restored to him. This was refused. The Raja highly resented tho 
refusal, and shewed his ill feeling by joining an insurrection against tho 
Chief of Bliaratpur, who had been taken under British protection. lie, 
however, subsequently made humble professions of submission, and was 
pardoned. « 

Harbakbh Pal died without issue in 1838, and was succeeded by 

^ , ,, , Pratap Pal a near relation. During the reign of this 

Pratap Pal. ^ ^ ^ 

prince, Karauli presented a scene \)f disorder and tamulu. 

The cxche(pior was quite empty, and tho Raja attempted to replanish it 

by heavy exactions from his subjects. The violence and oppression 

with which tliose exactions were carried on served to make the people 

liis enemies, and they rose in a body against him. Four times was a 

British ofliccr deputed to Karauli to settle this state of alfairs, but with 

very little success. In tlio midst of these disturbances Platap died in 

1818, As he left no children, Narsingh Pal, a minor rela- 

^ I aL adopted by the family as his successor. The British 

Government at first withheld its recognition of the adoption. Tho 

State was in debt to tho Government to the amount of 1,54,312 Ilupccs 

wliieh was payable by instalments, but up to this time not a single 

instalment had been paid. The British Government therefore insisted 

in the payment of the first instalment before they would recognise tho 

adoption. After much difiiculty the sum was procured, and as the 

troubles in Karauli had increased, Government “ deemed it expedient 

to recognise tho succession of Narsingh Pal, warning him that payment 

of the debt would be exacted.. .At the same time an agent was deputed 

to Karauli with instructions exercise the direct management of affairs** 

during the minority of the Chief. 

Narsingh Pal died in 1SS2. Before his death he had adopted Bharat 
Pal, a distant kinsman as his successor. The adoption was recognised 
by tho Homo Government. But as it was afterwards found on enquiry,

ihcit the adoption of Bharat Pal was informal owing to the minority of 

the late C^hief, aiul the omission of certain necessary ceremonies and

MaJaii Pal a nearer relation was accepted by the llaiiis, by nine of ibo 
most inllueiiual Tliakiirs, by throe-fourths of the lesser feudal Chiefs of 
tlic State, and ;>y the general feeling of the coaiitry, tho recognition of 
the former was cancellod, and Madaii Pal was recognised as 
successor to the State (1854). The direct interference of 
the Political Agent was withdrawn, and the agency abolished in 1855.’’" 
Apbists tlio During the Sepoy Mutiny Maharaja Madan Pal assisted the 
KiijilisU Brith'li Government to the best of his power. As a reward

Mutiny. Government remitted his debt, conferred on him a dress of 
honor, and raised his salute for life only from 1 5 to 17 guns. But though 
^*10 a«»oiint due to the D/itish Government was remitted, tlic pecuniary 
embarrassment of the Maharaja did not cease. In 1859, an Agent wasbcmt 
to Karauli to assist the Maharaja in the adjustmtot of his debts, with 
instructions to advise as a friend and not to act as an ‘^authoritative 
controller of affairs.’^ He was withdrawn in 18G1. Maharaja ]\ladim 
Pal was ai.'o created a Knight Grand Commander of the Most Exalted 
Order of the Star of India. He died iu 18C9, and his nepliew Rao 
Laicliuiaii Pal of Hadoiiti was selected as liis successor, but he died 
before his installation and Jai Singh Pal a descendant of Karath Pal 
second son of Maharaja Dharm Pal, the common ancestor of tlie family/’

The gross revenue is estimated at Rs. IH, 00, 000, of 
wlucli about two lakhs of Rupees are expended yearly for charitable 
pur]»oses. The army of the State consists of 550 cavalry, 3,i00 inf.intiy, 
30 guns, and 100 artillerymen.

quarrel for superiority with his eldest brother Sur Singh, 

the heir to tlie throne ami left his native country accompanied by a few 

followers.

The early history of Kishengarh is very obscure. It presents little 
Ealijidur Worthy of record pievious to the reign of Raja Bahadur 

iSiiigli. Singh who occupied the throne towards the latter part of 

the cightoentli century. It was through his treachery, that the Miihrattas 
obtained complete victory over the combined forces of Jaipur and Jodhpur 
at the fatal battle of Mairta, and that the whole of Rajputana came 
under their arms. Raja Bahadur Singh was succeeded by his son Kalian 
Kalian Siugb. Singh. Tliis chief entered into a treaty with the Engli?h by 
which ho was taken under the protection of the Britisli Gov- 
Treaty. ernmont on condition of his acknowledging the superiouty 
of the latter, and agreeing ta*act in subordinate co-operation with it. 
Shortly after the conclusion of this treaty, Kalian Singh became inv51ved 
Dispute with in a dispute with his nobles which cost him his throne, 
thu nobles. ''£\\is quarrel arose from an attempt on the part of the chief 
to commute to a money payment, the personal services due to him by his 
feudatories.

Tliakur of Fatteligarli declared himself iiulependcnfc. The Raja assem- 
bled liis men to crush the Thakur, but suddenly loft Kisliengarli and 
repaired to Delhi whero he “ busied himgelf in buying honorary piivileges 
from the^ Emperor/^ He was, however, soon recalled to his country where 
the state of afh' had become seriously alarming. On liis return he levied 
an army and sunimoning his vassals, marched against the rebellious chhfs ; 
but one by one his troops deserted him and ho fled to Ajinir wlicnco he 
appealed to the British Government for aid. But the Government 
refused to interfere. Meanwhile the revolted chiefs had not been inactive. 
They procla^ned Krthi Singh, infant son of Kalian Singh, as RhJcI, and 
laid siege to tlic town of Kishengarh. They were at the point of cap- 
turing the city when matters were settled by the intervention of tlio 
^^itic?^ Agent. The Rajxi t'oturned to Kishengarh. But he had rendered 
MoTvham country too hot for him by his previous coiidiiot ; lie 

iSaigh. therefore abdicated the throno infavor of his son Mokbam 
Singh, and retired fi’om Kishengarh. Raja Mokiiam Singh died in 1839, 
and was succeeded by liis adopted son Pirthi Singh who was raised to 
Prilhi Siur^L throne in 18-Kb The reign of this prince has been a 
I'Caceful one, notldng having occurred to disturb the tran- 
quility of the State. The relation of His Highness Maharaja Pirthi 
Singh witli tiie British Government continues to be cordial, and lie main- 
tains a friendly intercourse with his feudatories. His Highness the 
Maharaja is favorable to education, which has made some progress during 
his reign. Besides a Hindi and Urdu School at the capital, three V^erna- 
cular Schools liave been recently established which are all maintained by 
the State, bat . 1 .- yet no English School has been opened. There is no 
regular Dispensary m the State, but Muhammadan Hakims and Bhai- 
dyas are employed to treat patients. The administration of justice in 
Kishengarh deserves notice. There are five Civil Courts, one in each of 
tiie chief cities in the Parganiias of Survwir and Riipnaghar, and two 
Lowtr Courts, and one Appellate Court at ilie capital. Besides these, 
there are four other courts for the trial of criminal cases. 

His Highness Maharaja Dhiraj Maharaja Pritlii Singh Sahib Baha- 
dur was present at the Darbar, held by His Royal Highness the Prince 
of Wales at Agia. The Maharaja made some presents to the Prince, 
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who in »!<jturn "av^c him a gun carrying IG liullcts at a limo, a swords a 
golden medal, ii^nng and a watch with golden chain. 

Ilis Highness the Maharaja was also present at the Im])crial As^em- 
hl.ige, held at Delhi on the 1st, January 1877, where ho was met with a 
friendly recoiUion from His Excelloney Lord Lytton, the Viceroy and 
lucroasoof ^Tovern or General, and received an increase of salute from 
salute. IT) to 17 guns. The Maharaja, aged 44 years, has judicial 
powers of lile and death. His Highness’ eldest son, the heir apparent, 
Maharaja Kumar Sadul Singh Sahib Bahadur is now about 22 years 

old. ' ^

Chapter X.— Dholpur. 

Tuk territory of l)hol[)Ur lies to the east of Karauli. It has an 
area of 1,000 square miles, and a population of 500,000 souls. The 
revenue is estimated at 11s, 11,00,000. The army of the State consists 
of 2,700 men, GOO cavalry, 3,650 infantry, 32 field guns and lOO 
gunners. 

The Chiefs of Dholpur belong to the Jilt tribe, and their ancestors 
were oiiginally landholders of Qohad, a village near Gwiiliur. Being 
Rt^o of tlio industrious, and warlike disposition, they rose into 

fLiiiiily. importance under the Pieshwa Baji Eao, and assumed 
the title of Lords of Goliad under the suzerainty of the Mahrattas, 
Alter the overthrow of the Mahrattas at Panipat, they seized upon 
Gwaliar, and assumed independence with the title of Rana 
(1761), In 1799, Lakindar Singh Maharana of Gohad, 
entered into a treaty with tho British Government by 
which the Government agreed to ^‘furnish the Maharana with 
a force for the defence of his doaninioiis or for their enlargement by con- 
quest from the Mahrattas/jbo share with him their joint conqu&ts, 
except tho territories constituting his jaghir and then in possession of 
the Mahrattas and to embrage the Maharana in any peace concluded 
with tbe Maliratfcas.’* Accordingly, when in 1871, the English Govern- 
ment concluded a treaty with Sindhia, it was stipulated that the latter 
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sliovilil not intorfere with the Maharana's dominions as Ion" as. he con- 

* J 

tiiiueil faithful to the English. JJut the Miihiirana soon broke his faith, 
and tlie treaty concluded with him in 1799 was canc*(‘ll<‘d. 
inLus Silidhia taking advantage of this opportunity, invaded 

rpion of ,\a!iar and Gohad, took the places by storm^ind made the 
iLud (jiohad. Maharauahis prisoner. But Qohad did not hmg remain in 
^ the possession of the conqueror. Ambajilnglia whom Sindhia 
had entrusted with its Government revolted against his mastei in 1803, 
and entered into an alliance with the English. By this treaty lie reliii- 
■juished his j;;laims*on Goliad, Gvvaliar, and certain other places, and was 
jonfii ined in his remaining possessions free of tribute. The fortress of 
Gwaliar Avas retained by tlie British Government while Goliad with its 
depcnii'ncies was made tver to Kirat Singh, son and successor of 
The Ei^disli Lakindar Singh (1804). Subsequently, liowever, 

.ihandoii ^ in consequence of a settlement with Rindliia, tho 
({olliui to abandoned Gwaliar and Oohad to him. But to corniieiisiite 
Maharana Kirat Singh for his loss, they assigned to him tho 
}nir, Hic. to Bargannas of Dholpur, Barah, and llajklrah. Kirat Singh 
ivjiatJMD^U. thus became the Malnivana of 

Dholpur. jMaliarana Kirat Singh died in 1630, and was succeeded by his 
Phaf>-\vant Bhagwant Singh. During the Sepoy Mutiny, Mah.ii’iina 
Bhagwant Singh rendered valuable service to tho Butisli 
Ari^istR Government by conveying to places of safety fugitives fioiu 
Gwaliar. But his minister Deo Hans incurred the displca- 
]\JuU[jy. of Government by plundering villages in the Agra 

Distiiet. For this, and for his subsequent attempts to dethrone the 
Jliiliarana, Deo llans was removed to Benares and there jdaced under 
strict surveillance. Bhagwant Singh who had been invested with tho 
insignia of the Most Exalted Order of the Star of India died 
Kohal Singh. and was succeeded by his son Nelial Singh, the. 
• present Maharana. * 

Ilis IlighneSrS Mahavaj Dhiraj, Sri Sewae, Maharana Nelial Singh, 
Mr-cis the Lokendar Bahadur, was present at tho European P^ete held 
Pnnre uf .ifc Agra in honor of Ilia Royal Highness tho Prince of 
Agra.

Chapter XI. — Bharatpur. 

This State is situated on the north-east of eTnipu^;. It lias an area 
of 1 5^*7 1 s<j[uaie inilo>, and a population of 713,710 souls. The reveniio 
stiiiids at 25,75.000 Uupecs, The army is composed of 8,500 infintry, 
.*1,000 caviilry, 250 artillerymen, and 38 guns.*"* 

The family of Bharatpur bedong to the Jat tribe. They had emi- 
grated fiom Multan, and settled themselves /as cultivators in the Doab 
about the middle of the 17th century. Tlicy soon exclianged their 
plough for tlie sword, and made themselves masters of a few villages in 
the Distiiet of Dig During the troubles which prevailed in Ilindu'^tan 
on the doclinoof the Moglial Empire, they extended their comiuests, and 
brought the whole of the neighbouring country under subjection. 

The first [»rince of note was Suraj Mai, a bravo warrior who inlu ri- 
led all tlie spirit and eiiei’gy of his ancestors. He fought 
yuuij Mid. ijattles, and took many places of wdiich the most 

CoiKiucrs iinjiortani was the fortress of Bharatpur, wdiicli gives its

Perron. R.injib Singh was in the meantime acknowledged as Raja of 
^ Bliaratpur by the death of his nearer relations In 1803, 
'!ity lie entered iiifr) a treaty of alliance with the British Govern- 
merit, and as a proof of Ins sincerity assisted Lord Lake 
with lroo[)s in the campaign against Rindlila. For the service, 
he was rewarded by a grant of the districts of Kishongarli, Katlniwar, 
Rewari, Gokiil, and Salicr. But his fidelity did not continue long. 
When the Eiiglisli declared war against Holkar, Ranjit iSiugh not 
only icfused to furnish them with troops, hut secretly asbistod Holkar, 
IK’CMks wiMi and at tlic end of the campaign, gave him a refuge at his 
capital. This conduct of the Raja was resented by Govorn- 
Jlolkar. incnt, and an army was despatched to invade Bliaratpur. 
Ranjit defended the fortress with great vigour, and repulsed four succes- 
sive as-aulis. Bub though ho was victorious, his resources were nearly 
c.Oiausteii, and he thought it best to make friends with the English. 

lie, therefore, made advances for peace, and a fi-esli treaty 
V accordingly concluded, by which the Raja agreed to pay 
ail indemnity of twenty lakhs of Riipoos, seven of wliich were after- 
wards remitted, and was confirmed in the possession of the territories, 
wdilch h>' held previous to the accesslon^of the British Government. 

• R.qa Rinjit Singh died in 1805 A.*D. The reigns of liis two 
Kanilhu ^ sons Raiulhir Singh, and Buldoo Singh, occupied 19 years. 
Bul'dco The latter dying in 1825 left a son Balwant Singh, a boy of 
BaUvnat pri«ce was raised to the throne, and 

Singh. his accession was recognised by the British Government.

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^ Blit luj was detlironod, and oast into prison by liis cousin 

l)y Durjaii t^iirjau Sal who hiinstdf usurped the throne. Now that he 
had obtained power whicli he had long coveted j Diiijau 
tried to maintain it by the force of arras. With this view he^streng- 
theiied his lor(<5lications, levied troops, and secretly procured assistance 
from several of tlie iieighboming chiefs. At leni^th the nows of tlicso 
preparations reached tlie ears of the Governor General, who, to prevent 
a goiioral commotion, determined to dethrone the usurjmr. An army of 
25,000 men was sent against Bharatpiir. Lord Coinberinore, the 
CommaiiJer-in-Chief led the troops in person. The^fort of liharatpur 
hitherto thouglit impregnable was stormed on 18th January 1S2G, and 
The Kn(diJ=h Diirjan Sal was carried away into captivity, and Balwaiit 
V>.'ilv\anb P'ugli w/is re-establislied on the tih'une under the g.n''.»drfu- 
ship of his mother, llani Mirut Kour, and the supei intend^ 
cneo of a Tulitieal Agent. But the Rani was removed in 182b for 
licr iutriguiiig disjiosition, and the administration was placed in the 
hands of a Ooiiiunl of Regency. In 1855, Raja Balwanb Singh was 
entrusted witli the full administration of the State Nor did he abuse 
the charg«\ His rule was mild and benevolent, and undei* it Bhaiatpur 
recovered niucli of its former prosperity. He died in 1855, and was 
.Toswant succeeded by bis only son Maliaraja Jeswant Singh, a youth 

Singh. yf yixteen. Luring his minority the administration Avas 

conducted by a Council, consisting of five nobles of the State under tho 
supeiiutendence of a Political Agent. 

In 1869, His Highness Maharaja Jeswant Singh Bahadur G.c s.i., 
assumed the charge of Government. He is a noble and generous 
prince, and an able ruler. lie liberally subscribed Rs. 2,000 to the 
Bengal Relief Fund, and endowed the Mayo College with Rs. 50,000. 

Ill January 187G, His Highness the Maharaja visited Agra to pay 
Moots the his respects to His Royal Highness the Prince of Wales* 

AValcsatf and was present^at the European levee held there. iTlie 

Agra. Piiiice honoured him with a return visit at his capital. His 

Highness thc^ Maharaja was also present at the Imperial Assemblage, 
held at Delhi on the 1st January 1877. Here His Highness vas 
created Knight Grand Commander of the Moat Exalted Order of the 
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Star of India; the investiture of which took jilace in the Go^, eminent 
lloiiise, Calcutta, on tlic 1st January 1S7S, His lliglinohi^*/ Mahai.ija

Sin^di, the Jaipur, who held the jagliir of Maclicri in !M<‘wat. During 
loumlcr, ^1^^^ confusion which prevailed in Jaipur tow aids lltc second 
lialf of the t igbteentli conturj", Piatap declared himself indc^jcndeiit, 
and usBimied the title of Rao Raja of Macheri. To the teintoiy thus 
acquired he added the fort of Alwar with the adjoining places, which he 
compicied fioin Bliaratpur, and formed them into a separate luuiicipa- 
lity. 

Pratn]> Singh died about the year 1802, and w'us succeeded by 
PaTvhiawar adopted son Babhtawar Singh. Soon after his aeces- 
»Siayli. gjon, this prince entered into a trinity with the British 

licaty. Government, by which he was assured of protection on con- 

dition of his ►-iipplying troops in time of war (1803). During the 
campaign against the Mahrattas, Bakhtawar Singh heartil}^ co-operated 
with Lord Lake, and was rewarded bij the English General with an 
accefisiou of territory yielding seven lakln^ of Rupees, and about the 
sametiiuo he made over to the British Government three districts ni 
exchange for the pargannas of Tijara, Tapnkca, and Kultftinan. 

In 1811, Raja Bakhtawar Singh incurred the displeasure of 
Government by iuteifering in the affairs of Jaipur, and a fresh treaty

wap coiK^ludcd witli liim, hy wliicli lio was expressly prohibited iider- 
coiirso wiii^ otlier States. The Kaja, liowover, did not respect this agn^c- 
luent long. In 1812, he nnhivvfully took possossion of Dhohi, and 
Sikrawa, ^ two forts liolonging to Jaipur. Tlio Britisli resident at Dolhi 
haviin' mMiinp’emonstrated with him to restore tliese places, the Vaigli>h 
(loAOi iiuiont sent an army to invade Alwar. Intiinidalcd liy the ikmv 
apnroiicJi of Thitish troops Bakhtawar Singh submitted, at the same tinn^ 
gave u]j the usurped places, and paid three lakhs of Bupces as expenses 
ol the expf'ditiori. 

Bakhtawar Singli died in 1815, and was succet^ded on the llirono 
))y his nephew Bam Singh, a minor who only found him<elf 
am ► nioii. title; the real power of the State falling 

into tin- hands of Balwant Singh an illegitir^ato son of the late iVia, 
who was su[)poited hy a strong Muharmnadari faction headed liy Navvab 
Ahmad Bax Khan. Bani Singh having come of age severely felt the 
restraint ])iit 14)011 him, and taking advantage of an absence of Nawah 
Ahnnid Bax Kiiiin, ivho had gone on a visit to the Jhiti^h Ihsidi it at 
Delhi, hc‘ seized and imprisoned Balwant Singh, and sent iiired Agents 
to minder the Nawab, but the would-be assa^ins having heiui d(‘t(‘cii‘d 
tli(' Clime wa-^ traced to the instigation of certain persons at tlie camrt 
of Ahvai, and the Iichident consequently demanded the purnuuler of 
the^e men. Tld^, the Jiaj.i declined to do and peisisted in his rcfn.al, 
until the advance of an English army under Lord Conihormciv foiccd 
him to comply, lie was at the same time required to Jihciate Balwant 
Singh, and make pro\isiou for him and his family. Bani Siiigh reigned 
scveial years after this, but bis conduct was always defuint tow'aids the 
English, He died in 1857, leaving tlie throne to his son Sheodan SingJi, 
Shcedan thirteen years old. During the iniiioi ity of Sheod.in, 

the K{ij['ut nobles rose and expelled the Jluhammadan 
niLiiistcrs who had acquired great inllueiico over the young prince Ihs- 
order jirevailod however to so great an extent, that Government thong lit 
fit to lutorfcrc ; and a Council of Regency was formed to conduct the 
administratioti of the State presided overLy a Political Agent. 

In LSO.S, tlio Maharaja Rao attained his majority and assumed tlic 
reins of GoYernineut. The Politicul Agent, however, was to rcmiiin at 
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for a further iM’rio<l of two years. Upon tlio \vitli»lra\va,l of this 
ofiicer the aff.iirs of the State again fell into disorder, and aflrcr repeated 
IVpriv(‘fl wai’iiings Sheodan Singh was deprived of i)owt‘r, and assigned 
of pu\Nci. ]7,npees lifteeu thousand per mensorn for lus per- 
sonal expend i' and a Council of management with oflicer 

ns its prortidijit was formed to administer the State (1870). The Raja 
Ran, liowevor, still continued to oppose all measures of ref*)rm, and to 
sow seeds of di^eord amongst his nobles. At List he was distinctly 
inforined, that if any disturbance took plaec lie would bo removed from 
Alwar. This warning had the desired effect, and chocked all his disturb- 
mg influences. 

Ill October 1874, Raja Rao Sheodan Singh breathed his la^t ; and 
with^yut issue, Mangal Singh, son of Hardeo Singh 
Snigh. of the Thana family, was elected to fchotlirone by the mnjo- 
iiiy of the nobles, and his accession recoguiseil by the British Goveiu- 
incnt. Bandit Maiiphul, c. S. i., has been appomted guardian to His 
lliglincss the Maha Rao Raja. The Pandit has leceivoil t!ic designa- 
tion of n w.in’^it the Delhi Barbaras a mark of personal distinction, 
Tlic Regency Pouncil is composed of the members Pandit Rupnarain 
Rai jlahadu! , 'riiakur ilangal Singh Bai Bahadur, Thakur Baldeo Singh, 
and Rao G opal Singh j of whom tlie two former have received the 
title of “ ilai Bahadur” at the Delhi Darbar, hold on tho Ibt January 
1877. 

Tlio administration of the civil and criminal cases in the State has

been efficient, tlio jail contiinies to be one of tlio healthiest in India; 
the attciidamr at the dispeiisaiies has increased; vaccination is in 
considiTable p- ogress, and the number of Schools have increased fiom 
70 to 80. 

llis Highness Maha Rao Raja Sewae, Mangal Singh Bahadur, w\as 
present i.t the Imperial Assemblage, lieU at Delhi on the 1st January 
1871^ and met with a reception befitting Bis rank and station. His 
llighnes«, aged ‘20 years, has judicial, powers of life and 
death, and is entitled to a salute of 15 guns.

Tiik tpiTifory of Blkanir eml)rfiCL‘S an area of 24,000 fiqiiarc milo«, 
and contains a population of 300,000 souls. The revenue is estimatcil 
at lls. 1(),20 ,;‘!i27. Tile military force of the State is composed of 750 
LMvali v, 140 aitillervmcn, 1.300 infantry, and 95 guns. 

4 Ills Stale derlve.■^ name from the founder Biknji, one of the atins 
Bikaji, the Jodha of Jodhpur, who left his native counliy to 

ioiiiuler. oiii-ve out a principality for himself. Bikaji or Bika, ciossed 
the dcseifc which formed the northern boundaivof Marwar, and bv Ibrce 
of arms establi^lied his autliority over several of the Jafc tribes who oecii 
pied the eountry. In 1480, ho conquered from the Bhatis the district 
of BhagiU', and built the cit 5 "of Bikanir vvliiih he made his capi^''\ '' 
lie died in 1501 leaving two sons Naroji, and Lunkarunji, of whom 
Four Micros- former succeeded him but died in the same year Naroji 
sjve piii.ccM tliiQiic to Luiikaranji, who died after a reign of 

two yeais (lo20). Lunkaranji was followed by Jactsiji, and he, by 
Kalian Singh, who d^ing in l')7l, left the tluono to his 
eldest sou Rai Singh. This prince extended the boundaries 
of Ins dominion by conquests, and completed the subjugation of the 
J.iU wliom he reduced to tiie position of bondsmen. He contracted an 
filliaiicc witli Akbnr by giving bis daughter in marriage to prince Selim, 
(‘Idcst sou of tlie Emperor, and received great honors at tlio Moghal’s 
couit and liigb rank in the Moghal army. He also obtained from the 
Emperor the Government of Hissar and Haiisi. Raja Rai Singh died in 
1611 after along reign of 40 years. 

Fiom Raja Rai Singh to Raja Gaj Singh seven princes occupied, 
Seven snccca- throne of Bikanir. Their names are Dalpat Singh, 
Bive princes, Singh, Ivuru Singh, Anup Singh, Sarup Singh, Sajan 
Singh, and Jorawar Singh, but their reigns are of too little importance 
to bo noticed here. Riga Gaj Singh was a brave wayrior. 
G.ij Singh, inade several new acquisitions of territoric?, most of which 
he conquereiffrom the Bhatis and Bahawalpur. He died in 1787, and 
was succeeded by bis son Raj Singh. This prince died of

b \ possession of the throne. Surat Singi* was a bold

rdiatis, and st/pped them of several of their possessions. But in an 
evil hour lie inteifored wit^i the affairs of Jodhjmr, and supported the 
claims of Dhohal Singh, po->thumous son of Bliirn Singh to the throne. 
He Silent all his rc^oni'ccs in tiiis fruitless attempt, and to replenish Ins 
oxclioqucr he liecame exacting and oppressive to his sulijccts, conse- 
(luently confusion and anarcliy prevailed in the State. The nobles defied 
* tln>i-.aij;£M' of tlio Crown, Snd the people rose in open rcbcdlion. The 
position of Surat Siiigh now became so critical tliat he was in danger 
of losing his throne ; but he was saved by an ulhanco "With the British 
Oovernmont. By this treaty Crovcrnmeiit agreed to protect

the territories of Bikawir, and to reduce tlie rcbcdlion^ sub- 
jects to si-'.jfCtion, and the Raja was bound to co-ojiercite with llic 
Englihii in t’mo of war.

►^oon after his accession, this prince invaded Jaisalinir 
J.aian Sinji voveiigo some injuries received from that State. Th(‘

Chapter XIV.— Jaisalmir. 

Tins Statelier ou the south of Bahawalpur. It has Bikaiilr on 
the east, Jodhpur on the south, and Smdhia on the we^.t. Its area is 
square miles, population 7o,000 souls, and revoiiue Rupees 
1,00,OUO. The military force consists of 400 infantry, 500 cavalry, 
12 guns, and 20 artillerymen. 

• The ruling family of Jaisalmir belongs to the Bhati tnb(', a branch 
of the Yadii race, and clainiihmr descent from Krishna, tlie hero of 
Mahabharat. The Bhatis had settled themselves on the north-west 
of the Gieat iidian Desert as early as the beginning of the eighth cen- 
tury of the Christian era. lii A. D. 115G, their Chief Jaisaiji or Jai^al 
Jaisal Raw.'il Kawal built the city of Jaisalmir, and hud the foundalioii 
tbe lounder. qj* principality. Jaisal Raual died in 1108. 

11 
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T1j(J fii'st century of its existence was a period of prp^f erity for 
Jaisalmir. The llawals who succeeded viz., Salwahan 

by poven Bijaiji, Kailanji, Cliachnii L, Kan-aiiji, Lakhar Sen, and 
princes., "Pim. Pal, w'ith one or tw^o cxcojitions were all hriive and wise 
men, and the St'ite flourished under their able adininistrntion. Besides 
tlie isolated posititm of the countiy, and the bin rennets of its soil, 
rendered \*ery little temptation to the several bodies of invaders, wlio 
from time to time ravaged the more fertile States of Jliiidastan. Bnfc 
at the close of the century the peace of the country was distuibed by 
an invasioiriof the Massalmans. About the year 1285 Jaisalmir “was 
subjected to asdge from the troops of the Emperor Alla-u-din Kbilji.” 

Jnitsi Hawaii w^as then the reigning prince He valiantly 
defended Ins capital against the beseiging army, and lepnlsed 
them several times with heavy loss. The invaders would have boim 
oldigcd to abandon their attempt had Jaitsil. lived toconducl theop(‘ra- 
tions of the war ; but unrortunatcl 3 ’^ for the country he died in 1201, 
and soon afler tlie succession of his son Mulraj ; Jaisalmir fell into the 
liands of the Muliammadans, All tbe inliabitants were 
Miilrnj, sword, and none escaped the general massacre 

except the two nephews of Mulraj who were taken to Delhi. Here 
they entered into the imperial service, and graduall^y rose in the favour 
of their master. At last the Eni])cror was pleased to coiifer on Gluir- 
satji, the elder brother, his paternal tciTitoncs. Gljursatji 
Gbursatji. i.^»turned to Jaisalmir, and with the aid of his followers 
succeeded in establishing peace and order throughout the countiy. 
Kcharji Shortly after he died, and was succeeded by liis younger 

Followed by brother Keharji. From Kcharji to Jeswant Singli, fourteen 

princes, viz., Lachmanji, Birsi, Chacluiji II., Dave Dass, 
Jaitsi IL, Karransi, Lunkaran, Baldoo, liar Baj, Bhim, 
Manohar Das, Bam Chandra, Sabbal ‘Singh, and Amar Singh, ruled 
over Jaisalmir. They were all able rulers, and it was under them, that 
the country recovoi'ed from the eflfects of the Muhamniadan conquest, 
and rcj^ainod its former prosperity. But with the reign of Jeswant 
JeswauL Singh, who succeeded to power in 1702, the State began 

Smgli. rapidly to decline. During a rule of twenty years he lost

several rigli possessions wliieh were wrested from him by the Uahtors, and 
^iy^Ihiliawal Kluin. Ilis son LTklchi wlio succeeded 

Ukkiii Siiioli. 1722, was also stripped of the districts of Deorawal 

and Kliadal by the ruler of Bahawalpur, ^ 

Ukkhi was followod on the throne by Mulrnj II. (17G2). 

The administration of this jwince was rendered niuiiiorable 
by the atrocities of his minuter Salim Singh (soji of Sarup 
Smgh) who was virtually ruler of the State. Salim was as unsciii-- 
inilous as he was unprincipled. He put to death nearly all the rela- 
tives of the Rawal, interrupted the trade of the chuiitr^ by heavy 
extortions from the merehiints, and depopulated the city of Jaisalmir 
by bis cruelty. It was in this reign iliab tlie relations of Juualiuir with

eluded with Mulraj If. by which the State was guaranteed 

to his posterity. The llawal was to act in subordinate co-operatioii 

with the British Government and was to bo protected from serious 

invasions and dangers to his State, provided tho caiue of the ipiarrel 

was not attributable to him. Mulraj If. died in 1820. His grandson 

Gaj Siiigli, a minor was raised to the throne by the minister. 

Gaj Sin„ i. later Salim died, and w.is succeeded in bis 

office of minister by his oldest sou. This man po-ses^ed all tlie vices 

of Ids fatlior. He murdered his stepbrother who was asaociated \YitIi 

him in tho ministry. For this act, Gaj Singh who had by this tiino 

attained his majority caused him to be imprisoned. 

Maharawal Gaj Singh on assuming the administration of the 
State in his own hands • gamed great popularity by Ins 
just and conciliatory mciuiircs. He also pio\ed hinu'.Jf 
duuiig Uie a faithful ally to the British Goveriiinent by reiidciiug tlieni 
valuable assutauce during the Panjab (Jamjj.dgn. lie died 
in 184G, and was •succeeded by his nephew Maharawal 
fia'i^lK Ranjit Singh. In 18G2, this prince icceived a saiinad Troni 
tliji British Government guardiitoeiiig the piivilege of adop- 
tion. He died ill "J'uue 18GI, and was followod on the throne by bis

Chapter XV— Serohi. 

Tuts ^principality lies between IMewar on the east, and l\rarwar on 
the west. On the north it is also hounded by Mar war, and on the south 
hy the Ihiroda State. It eontiiins an area of 3/dOO stiiicue miles, aud 
u populati^^n of o5,000 souls. The revenue amounts to Tis. 1 ,l(hO()0 
a year. Tnbute Ivs. 7,500. The army consists of 375 horse, tiud 350 
foot.

Chapter XVI.— Dungarpur.

Tjie territory of Dungarpur lies to the soutli of Mewar, and its 
soil is mostly steiile. It is full of deserts and woods, containing a 
variety of timber trees, having several lulls and liilloek's scattered o\er 
the surface. The stones which are found in the hills arc gimenilly 
ornamental, and among them the stone Parrawa is made into iinngos 
apd puts of various sorts. The chief towns are Dungai’pnr, Sagwara, 
Gulliacot, Auspar, and Jkxnkor^, The area of the State is 1,000 squaio 
miles, population 100,000 ^mls, Revenue Rs. 1,50,000, and the triimte 
Rs. 27,:^87. ^Ithas an s/my of 400 cavalry, 1,000 infanti^^, and four 
guns. ^ 

The RawaW of Dungarpur are descended from the same stock as 
the Ranus of Udaipur. Like most of the Rajput State?., this princi- 
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paliiy had suocessiv<^ly acknowlcdi^ed the siiprcmiicy of the^ Mo^diaLs

The family of Banswarra claims affinity with the Ranas of ITdai[uir, 
being deseendod from the same stock.

Section III.— CENTRAL INDIA AND MALWA. 

Chapter I.— Gwaliar. 

Gw ALTAR or tlie dominion of Sindhia is a large and irregular- 
>hapcd country stretching from near the Gulf of Kaml^ay to the banks 
ol the Jainna. On the west and north it is separated from Rajputana 
and the North-Western Provinces by the river Cliambal ; on the east 
ii i3 BundeJkliand and the Central Provinces, and on the south the 
States of Bliopal and Dhar. It oinlDracos an area of 33,110 square 
\nik's, and contains a population of 2,500^000 souls. The revenue is 
cst. mated at Rupees 1,20,00,000, of whicn ^Ihe greater portion is 
derived from land tax. A sum of Rupees lOyO-V'! is annually contri- 
hnlcd towards Malwa Bhil Corps. The State imiiutains an army of 
6,000 cavalry, 5,000 infantry, and 48 guns. 
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RaSypji Sindliia, the founder of this State, came of a respectaldo 
Ranoji impoverished Mahratia family' near Sattara, and began 

Sindhia. lir(i as the iilipper-bearer of tlie Poishwa* Eaji Rao. By 
the carcfiij performance of this menial duty lie attracted the notice of 
his master, wljo elevated him to tho command of the body-guard. 
From that time the rise of Ranoji was rapid He soon didtinguished 
himself as one of tlie most daring and formidable loaders of tho 
Mahratta army, and acquired several possessions in Miflvva, The 
Poishwa also granted him a jaghir for the support of liis troops, lie 
died in IToO. After the fatal battle of P.inipat fonglii^in the year 17^31, 
the Sindhia family lost witli their Chief Jankaji (who wa.r61ain in the 
Madh-yi contest) all their acquisitions in Malwa. Madhaji Sindhia 
bindhu. jij-i illegitimate son of Ranoji wA now recognised as tho 
liead of his fiitheCs house, and succeeded to such of Iiis paternal estates 
as were still left. M.idhaji was a man of strong and determined cha- 
racter. lie uiiiti*d in himself all the qualities of a brave warrior and a 
wise statesman. The principal ohjoct he had in view was to create a 
principality for himself and his heirs, and he succeeded. In 176‘I, ho 
led an army into Hindustan, and established his authority in tlie country 
north of the Narliada. Up to the year 1773 Madhaji Sindliia had 
acted in subordination to the Peishwas, acknowledging their supremacy, 
leading tlieir troops into the field and fighting their linttdes ; hut at 
the close of the year an event happened which put an end to thi^ rela- 
tion. In 1771, Raghouath Rao succeeded to the Poi-hwaship. The new 
Pcishwa was an enemy to IMadhaji, and had formerly opposed tlio claims 
of the latter to liis paternal estates. Ciinsequently on Rjighonrilirfl 
accession to power, Sindhia together with Tak;iji Holkar openly 
declared war against him. In the contest whieJi followed, Madhaji 
first came in contact with the English, who had espoused the cause of 
Raglionatli Rao. A body of ^English troops was sent to invade 
Sindhia's dominions. Aftoijf several reverses on both sides the co^llicu 

Tlie Pcishwa the title of the Prime Mimsicr of Mahratta kings On 
the decline of the :rfy^l power tho Peihliwas asbumed iudcpeudcncc, and CesUh- 
lished a principality for themselves at Puna. 
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Treaty wiih bronglit to an end hy a treaty concluded witj: Sindliia 
tile Jiiigliali. |jy Oolonel Muir, the English General. By/'afs treaty the 
existence of Madhaji as an independent prince was recognised by the 
Government ; he was to cease hoslilities with the Englhh, to 
use his infhienco with the INIahrattas in biinging about a general peace 
and failijii; that to remain neutral; while the British Government 
withdrew th\.-ir fcrces and restored all the territories coinpicred from 
tlie Sindiiia with tlio exception of the fortress Gwiihar, whicli had 
been made over to the Bana of Qohad (1781). In 1782, through the 
intervention of Miulliaji peace was concluded with the Mahrattas by 
the treaty of Salbye, and he was rewaided for his good olllcos in 
cliectiiig tli^’ peace, with the grunt of the district and town of Bliaroch. 
AfKi thw conclusion of tluh treaty Madhaji was left to purbuo his own 
course unmolested ; the English occupied with the affairs i)f JMaisiir, 
where the Chief Tippn Sultan had assumed an hostile attitude ngaiiibt 
them , not curing to interfere. Sindlua took no part in the waivs wdiieli 
followed, but availed hiniMdf of the oppoit unity to strengthen his 
army, to wrest Gwaliar I'lom tln^ liana of Goliad and to consolidate 
hib pt’bbcssioiis in Up]>er and C/ontral India. ITo next attempted to 
^■xteud liis power over the Northern parts of Hindustan, and in the 
Dekhan. The former he aceomplished by posseshiiig hiiubclf of tliu 
person i»f the Moghal Kmpei'or, and eyrrying his aims into the eouiitiy 
of the lia][;uts. To ellbct tlie latter, ho aspired to h<‘como tin? prime 
minister of the Peishwa. Could he succeed, he would hold Ins Maliratta 
rivals umler control. ?Mad]iuji proceeded to Puna. Here liis views wuu'e 
advanced by a quarrel between the Peishwa Madho llao and liis minister 
Nana Faruavese. But unfortunately at the very thrcshhold of success 
befell ill and died (1791), 

Madhaji llao Sindhia was succeeded by- bis grand nephew Daolat 
Dnolnt Rao Sindhia. This prince though young in years inherited 
Siucliiia. courage and military spirit of his piedecessor. Potsess- 

ing a large and well-regulated army, he accpiir^.l a great a^cendancy’^ over 
the other Mahratta princes. In the contest for succession winch fob 
lowed the death of Madbu Rao Peishwa, ho took tlm part of Baji Rao 
and suLCccdcd in raising him to the vacant Pcishwaship. Ho then 
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entered Wtito a quarrel with Jeswant Rao Holkar, an<l usurped several 
of his posb?siR.iona. These i)oity successes induced him to try his 
strength with the Eiiglish. When in 1802, the Pcishvva accepted the 
protection of the British Government, and agreed to receive an Englibh 
fuicc in liis du^ninions. Sindhia not only refused to become a party to 
the allianco, but openly intrigued with the of Berur to deieat its 

object. All attemi)ts of the British Governmeut fur an ainiablo sottle- 
, uient wore in vain. Lord Wolhjsloy, the then Governor

These^prooi edmgs could not fail to attract the notice of the Biitisli 
Government.. The removal of Dada Kiiasji-wala was demanded as tlie 
condition of re-establisliing fiiendly relations uith tlie State, and a force 
was inaroh^l out to enforce the demand.

Gwaliar now lay at the mercy of the Governor 
General, A treaty was concluded with the JMaliaraja by wliicli it was 
agreed, that territories yielding eighteen lakhs a year should be ceded 
iu the Britifch Government for the maintonanee of a contingent force, 
and other hinds for the payment of the debts of the. State to Ilritisli 
Government and the evjienscs of the war ; that the army should bo 
reduced to b.OOO cavalry, 3,000 infantiy, and 200 gunners with 32 
guns ; that the Government during the minority should be conducted 
according I** the advice of the British Itcsideiit, and that the just 
territorial rights of the Gwaliar State bhouhl be maintained by the 
Briti-h Govirnment •

Chapter II.— Indor. 

Tuts principality is compiised of two detached portions separated 

from each other by tho States of Jaora and Gwaliar. The northern 

* 

part is watered by the river Chambal and its tributaries, and the 
southern (u cupies a portion of the valley of the Narbada. The area 
of Iiulor is 8,015 square miles, and its population about 635,450 souls. 
The Revenue is Rupees 50,00,000, and the annual contribution towards 
JUalwa Bliil Corps is Rupees 23,81,520. The army comprises 3,109 
regular, and 2,150 irregular infantry ; 2,l00 regular, and 1,200 irregular 
cavalry, 310 artillerymen, and 24 field guns. \ 

The origin of this State is contemporancouiv with that of Gwaliar. 
Malhar Rao founder MalKar Rao Holkar I., iJs,^^dhratta, was the 
Uolkar 1. gQ^ of a shepherd in the village of FIoi on the Nira. 
•Possessing a courage and ambition beyond his sphere, Malhar Rao 
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Ilolkn^I, (lisdiiined the humble duties of his station, and exchanged the 
liook for th^word. About the year 1721<, he entered the army of the 
Peisliwa as Commander of 500 horse. In tliis service he soon cH^tju- 
gui.^hed himself and rapidly rose to the first rank among the J'Jahratla 
Chiefs. After the conquest of ]\Ialwa in 1735 , lie was left in command 
of the Mahratta forces, to the north of the Narbada, witli Iiidor ;nid a 
large portion of conquered country as'^igiiecl to him for thei’^ support. 

From this time tlie career of Malliar Itao Ilolkar I. was one of 
uninterrupted success. He carried his depredations far and wide and 
made the power of his arms felt wherever lie went* Tl^e*^ incursions 
served to extend both his [^Q^sessions and his fame, wliieli stood only 
eccond to that of Madliiiji Sindhia amonij the JMahrattas. After the 
overthrow of tlic IMahrattas at Paiiipat ( 1761 ), Ilolkar letuTiied toand 
diiccted his attention to consol idatiiig and btrengthcning his numerous 
conquests. Ho died in 1765 at the good old age of seventy-six, and 
Nah Itao was siujceeded by Ills grandson Mali Rao Ilolkar, an idiot 
llulkiir. This ])rinoe did not survive long ; and on his deadi whicli

fell into the hands of his mother the renowned Ahalya Cai * 

This admirable woman was the ornament of her sex. Pious, 
energetic, and active, she possessed all the quulai(‘S of a tlioro^-igh 
statesman. Her virtue, her prudence, the quickness of her iiitellc'ct, 
the firmness of lier character, her strong sense of the duties of her 
position, her unremitting attention to business, lier public and private 
charities, and above all her affection towards her pooi'le and her constant 
care for their hajipiness and welfare, gained her the love and veneration 
of her subjects and the esteem of foreign princes. Soon aftei licr acces

Tukaji 
llolkiir, enjoyed his power foi* two years and died in 1797. 

lie left two lei^itimatc sons. The elder Khasi liao was an idiot, 
and the younger Malhar Rao was slain at Puna, leaving a l)(>y named

Jlullvui Jeswaiit liao Holkar. Tins jnince was lemavkable for liis 

Ingli military talents. ITis chief ambition was to extend his dominions 
by coinpiest. Taking advantage of an absence of Daohit Eao Sindliia 
who Inid proceeded to Puna, he attaeked that chief's dominions wliich 
ho idnndercd and devastated. lie also inflicled a severe defeat on 
^^lldlJiil near I'una. Inflated with tins success he invaded tlio tointones 
"tVai with British Government. In the war winch ensued, Ids 

the Kiiglihh power was completely hioken, and he fled to Puna for refui^^e. 
Thither he was pursued hy Tiord Lake, who was dctermine<l to give 
him no respite. At last iinding all liis^ liupes gone ; he submitted to the 
conqueror. A tieaty was concluded wliioh deprived him of a 
Iieaty. large poition of his ternlovses (1805). These, however, w'ere 
restored to him in the following year. Je.swant Eao now employed 
himself in n-organizing his army. But his leceiit ill-suceoss had ren- 
dered him pecviNh, violent and cruel; and lie had given himself up to 
exei'ssive drinking to keep up his Spirits.* This soon brought on insa- 
nity • He died insane in 1811.

gave every possible aid to the Bi itish troops and allorded blielter in Ids 
paln-^n ‘o a large number of English fugitives. These services were not 
left without some acknowledgment at the hands of Government. In 
1SG2, a .sannad was granted to liim guaranteeing the privilege of 
adoption. Subseipiently llis Highness was created a Knight of the 
Most Exalted Order of the Star of India. His Highness tlie Maharaja 


is an cfTicient ruler. Ili^ measures for the iinprovcment of the State 
and h.s ciToits to promote the liappincss and welfare of Ids subjects are 
desoiviiigof the liighcst uommendiition. His Highness is full of energy 
and works harder than the hardest working of Ins public servants. In 
the chuic< of these he is especially hapjiy ; consequently there is much 
more intelligence and fidelity in his service than can bo ordinarily found 
in Native States. In 1872, His Highness appointed to the office of 
minister Sir T. Madhava Eao a Mahriftta Brahmin, one of the most 


acco\n}»lished men of his race. In May 1^7 5, Sir T. Madhava Kao’s 
services were trpiisferred to the BaroJa State, ^and lus cousin llagho 
Nath Kao was appointed to^succeed him. The\;ew ndnistcr is also 
a very able iiiaii and enjoys the full confidence of the^Iaharaja. 


In December 1875, His Ilighuess Maharaja Tukaji llao Holkar 
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vi-iiteJ Calcutta to meet liia Royal Iliglnipss the Prince of Wales. ITis 
Highness \vas'^ecen’'cd hy the Piince at the grand i'e'eei)ti()ii of Native 
Princes ajnl at tlie Grand Cliapter of llio Star of Tinli.i.

From this time GliouflJ;^^aliammad gradu- 
ally sank into insignificance and the real power jiassed iHto the hands of 
Yizir Muliaiinnad who assumed the olFice of minister. 
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ling the roniaincler of his life Vizir Muhammad was engaged in 
Nazzar 'continued struggles with tlie Mahrattas. Hu died iii J8H>, 
Muliaminad, succeeded in the oilice of iniuisLor by his son Nazz.ir 

Muliainnand. Nazzar was a worthy son of his brave fatlier. llis 
fuliiiinistratirfi winch extended over lour years only was bencficl!d to tlio 
country. He re.^tored peace and prosperity to the State, raided the 
rovenue from the low tigiiro to which it had fallen, and recovered the 
districts whicli had been lost in former wars. In 1817, he Entered into 
an ngri'cinent witii the British Government for tlie suppiession of the 
rindaris, and in the following year a treaty of alliance w.is 
concluded by which the State was guaranteefl <1^ him and 
he agreed to furnisli a contingent of 600 horse and 400 infantry receiving 
in return five districts in Malwa, Two ycilrs after the conclusion of 
ibis treaty Nazzar Muhammad accidently died, leaving a dangliter tlni 
Kudsia renowned Sikaiidar Begam. His wife the Kudsia Bogam, 

iJci’arn. daughter of Glious Muhammad, assumed the Government 

in the namo of her minor daughter. In J835, Sikandar Bi*gam was 
Tnairicil to her cousin Jehangir Muhammad Khan. This prince, ambi- 
tions of power, raised a rebellion against bis mother-in-law, but ho was 
defeated and besieged in the Fort of Ashta. At last a iccouciliatioii 
was effected through the intervention of the Biitisli Government. 
.L'ban^ir Kudsia Begam resigned her power and her son-in-law’ was 
Muhammad, installed as Nawab on the 29th November 1837. Jehangir 
Muhammad died after a reign of six years, and his wife Sikandar 
Begam was appointed sole regent for their only daughter Shah Jehau 
Begam.

Her Highness Na>vab Shah Jehaii Bogam came to Calcutta in 
December 1875, on the occasion of His Royal Highness the 
I’lmco of Prince of Wales’ visit to tliis country. Slie paid her icsjiccts 
cVlcutr? Punceat the grand reception of native princes, held 

at Government House; and was visited by the prince in 
V. turn. In December of the following year she proceeded to Delhi to 
be present at tbe Grand Imperial Darbar. On this occasion she was 
acemnpanied by her liusband His Highness Nawab Alijali Amir-ul- 
jnulkSadik Husain, and her grandmother the Kudsia Begam who is still 
ah'nv ITis Higliness Nawab Alijah Amir-ul-mulk Sadik Husain received 
a salute of 17 guns as a mark of personal honour at the Delhi Darbar, 
held on th<» 1st January 1877.

Chapter IV. — Dhar. 

I’lils principality lies to the west of Indor. Its ar^a is 
square miles, population loOjOOO souls, and gross revenue about i‘i^;bt 
lakhs of llupees. Tlie State maintains an army of 50 cavalry, 2 ]'^ 
infantry, ’ 2.1 artillerymen, and six field guns. ' • 

The Princes of Dhar belong to the family of Puar PajpuTs. Kmi 
grating from Miilwa at a very remote jioriod, the Puars had settl(*d llieni- 
selves in the neighbourhood of Puna, and had acquired greflt cehd)ri(y 
Anaiid Kao Mahratta history. Anand Riio Puar I., son (»f Sam 

Puar 1. generally considered as the founder of tlie State, was a 

soldier of fortune in the service of the Pcishwa Baji Ptao, and iect'i\<jd 
from him a grant of the jirovince of Dhar together with the mljoining 
country for the support of himself and his followers. He died in 17 It) 
JcswanlllLio Jeswant Uao Puar I. who succeeded liim killed 

Tiuir I. ill the battle of Panipat in 1761. deswant Rao Puar 1. left 
^ Khandi Rao Puar. During the reign of this i)rini‘e 
Anrinda. Kao and that of his soil Aiiaiida Rao Puar 11. who followed 
him in 1780, tho State was distracted by fixMiueiib iiu.i- 
fiions of Holkar and Sindliia, who despoiled it of a large iiortion of 
its territories and carried off immense plunder. On llic death of 
Ananda Rao Puar II, in 1807, the administration was a'.smncd by 
his wife the Mina Bai. She was then with cliild and soon gave 
birth to a son, who was named Ram Chandra Rao Pinir. This boy 
died at an early ago and Mina Bai at once adopted her sister’s son umha* 
Ihim Cliaii- name of Ram *Chandra Puar. The Rani still coniinu' d 
dia Puar. at the head of' the administration, and it was owing to hor 
firmness and talents, that the State was saved from utter ruin at tlie 
Dliar taken Mahiatta and Pindari invaders. In 1819, Dhar 

nnaor P.ntiBh wfls taken under British protection , and the districts it had 
piotLction. were recovered and restored. At the same lime to 

ensure proper administration of the State, Bapu Raghouath, an able luid 
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fxpfMier.ct'd man was appointed prime minister. Under his managements 
the tianquility of tlie country was restored, the expenditure (Entailed, and 
tlie revenue raised from Rupees 20,000 a year to Rupees 2,G7,000. In 
1 S:2 1 , Raja Rum Chandra Puar then only twelve years of age was married 
to UiipUKi niece of Daolat Rao Siiidhia. The district of Dektaii 
was settle.d upon the bride, as a marriage dowry by her uncle. 

From tlio time of its alliance with the Britisli Government every 
thing v\cnt*‘ou smoothly at Dhar. But in 1832, an event happened 
wliich disturbed the peace of the State. Uchet Rao, a descendant of 
an illegitimate son ^^f Raja Jeswant Rao Puar, came forward to urge his 
jn*f tciihioim ^to the throne. He was assisted by the Bhils, who com- 
iniUed great ravages in the State, At last matters came lo such n 

c 

eii&is, til at^ the interference of the British Government wJih found 
to 1)0 necessary. Uchet Rao was prevailed upon to withdraw liis 
(lairns, and was allowed a pension of Rupees 200 per mensem during 
Lib. 

Raja Ram Chandra Puar died in 1833. As ho left no son, his 
widow •'(i.^jited Malliar Rao Puar, a dj^tant kinsman of the family then 
leading at Multan. This boy was installed on the throne under tlic 
Kit , name of Jeswant Rao Puar II, (April 183^), with tlio 
}'ii:ir 11. consent of the British Goverjiment. Jeswant Rao Puar II. 
reigned twenty-four years. lie died in 1 8o7, and was succeeded by his 
AniualaRfio halfbrothcr Auanda Rao Puar HI., aboy of 13years of age. 
piiai 111. j the same year the Dhar army rebelled and joined the Sepoy 
Miitineeis. As a punishment the State w^as confiscated by the Briti'-h 
Government. But it was subsequently restored in consideration of the 
minority of the Maharaja with the exception of the district of Bhairsia 
which was made over to the Begam of Bhopal. The State, however, 

retained under British management until the young Maharaj.i,

Chapter V.— Dewas. 

Tins State lias an area of 2,576 square miles, population Ril,80i^ 
souls ; and revenue Rupees 6,02,8^0. 

The piinces of Dewas also belong to the Puar Rajputs. Tlii y are 
descended from Sagoji Puar, whose grandson Babaji Puar had two sons, 
Kaluji and Sambaji who were distinguished military coiiiniiiiiders 
in ^ihe Mahratta army in the service of Sivaji and his successor Shahii 
Raja. Sambaji was generally designated as the ancosLor of the family 
TuhaiiT of Dhar. Kalu^ had two sons, Tukaji I., and Jiwuji, wlio 
ami Jiwaji, came with tilt first Baji Rao Peishwainto Ma]wa(l 715-26), 
and gradually obtairwrfU possession of Dewas, Sarangpur, Alot, Ilamcr- 
pur, (Bimclelkhafld), Kandoba (Doub), and several other places.

25,O0,000. The army consists of 2,000 infantry, 905 cavalry, and 35 
guns. 

The princes of Rewa claim their descent from Bilagar Deo or 
Early Bing Deo, the founder of the Bhagela family, who left Iiis 
liibtory. own State in the Dekhan in A. D. 580 on a religious pil- 
grimage, but subsequently occupied the fort of Marpba, and the coun- 
tries situated from Kalpi to Cbandalghar. He was succeeded by his 
son Karan Deo, in 616, who largely enhanced his possessions. Karan 
Deo was followed by nineteen chiefs during the course of about 1,003 
years.

ever made on the 2nd June 1813, “confirming the previous 
treaty, and defining more clearly the Raja’s lelations with the British 
Government.”

Raghuraj Siiigh died in 1834, and was succeeded by his son Raghuraj

The princes of Tehri are Bundela Rajputs, They are 
Libtory, said to have been descended from Ram Chandar, the king 
of Ayodhia (Oudh). Some of his descendants, Gungrakh, Biildeo Rakh, 
and Indradainan built respectively the temples at Gya (Bchar) ; at 
Pryag (Allahabad); and at Jaggarnath (Orissa).

Vikramajit died in 1834, and his son Dharm Pal 
ha\ing died before him without issue ; he was succet'dod liy 
Tej Smgh. his brother Tej Singh. This prince died in JH42 boforo 
Surjun Smgh. adopting Surjiin Singh, his cou-in’s son. At this time, 
Tauai Rani, Tarrai Rani, widow of Dharm Pal preferred hei claims to 
Regt‘utf adopt another successor to the State. The British Govern- 
ment acknowdedged the adoption of Surjan Singh as his 
claims having been considered well founded by the neighliouring chiefs ; 
the Rani being only appointed to act as regent during the minority of 
the young Riija. Tarrai Rani, during her regency, prohibited Sati in 
1847, and rendered^ valuable assistance during the mutiny of 
1857, for which a tribute of Rupees 3,000 was remitted by 
mutiny.

< Chapter III. — Dattia. 

This State is famous for its sword liilts and spear-heads. Its area 
is 820 square miles; popula||pn 180,000 souls; and revenue Rupees 
10,00,000, The military force consists of 700 cavalry, 3,040 infantry, 
160 qminers, and 97 guns. 

Tlie chiefs of Dattia belong to the same stock as those of Urcha 
or Tehri. Dattia was separated from the principality of 
umlt ‘1 lli Uish Tehri about the year 1735, and it came under the suzerainty 
liiotection. Qf British Government after the treaty of Bassein 
Eao'Ilaja (1802-3). On March 15, 1804, a treaty of defensive alliance 
tanchit. concluded with Eao Raja Parichit ; the then ruler of 

the country. 

Soon after the deposition of Peishwa in 1817, a tract of land on 
the east of the river Sindh was added to Dattia as a reward for the 
strong attachment of the Raja to the British Government, and a fresh 
treaty was accordingly made with him in 1818. Raja Parichit died in 
Bijai Baha- previously adopted Bijai Bahadur, a foundling 

dur. ^ whose succession was recognised by the British Government 
in spite of nil the oppositions made by Dewan Maddan Singh of Barowni. 

Bijai Bahadur died in 1857, and was succeeded by his adopted son, 
Bhowsni Bhowani Singh, the present Maharaja. This selection 
Siugh. wounded the heart of Drjun Singh, the illegitimate sou of 
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the la?e Raja, who caused great disturbancos being supported by tlio 
Rani regent, and for which account Uijun Singh was icinoved fioiu 
Diittia. Shortly after “ a rebellion was raised by the Rani ainl her 
followers,’ wlio^seized the fort of Seonda. The fort was reducci^ by a 
Liitish force, the cliief rebels were sentenced to impris^onnient foi* IjIo 
in tlic fort of Cliunar, and the Rani was placed under close sui voilbinco. 
The claims of the Barowni branch of the fiitnily to the succtiti^iuii wcu' 
again brought forward and rejected in 1861/*

The Rajas of Sampthar are Gujar Ahirs. After the defeat of botli 
Ptanjit Sindhia and Holkav in 1805 ; Raja Raiijit Singh, clnef oi 
tSiugli. Sampthar, voluntarily requested to be taken into the friend 
ship and protection of the British Government, but his entreaties wer i 
Treaty complied with tilH817 ; when a treaty was eoncludrd 

• with him on the usugl terms on which protection was granted 

to other powers. • 

This chief died in 1827, and was succeeded by his son Ilindupnt, 
Hindupat present *Maharaja. When His Highness MHhal^■^jl 

becomes in- Hindupat Bahadur attained his majority he became totally 
sane. insane, and in consequence his wife with tlic consent ol llie

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principal officers and Thakurs of the State placed the Ra/a under 
restraint, and managed herself the administration of Government. In 
18G4, Cliattar Singh the eldest son of the Maharaja, having attained 
Ills iiinjority complained to the Political Agent, “that not, only had his 
motlit Kcludod him from the Government, but that shl was squander- 
ing and inisnanaging the resources of the State.’* By this represen- 
Cliattar tation the British Government conferred the administration 
Sinj,di adinf- Government upon Ohattar Singh, known as Raja Baha- 
State. dur;and removed the Rani and the insane Raja, to the 
district of Alma, provided that they should receive for their 
support ’one-fourth of the revenues of the State, Raja Ohattar Singh 
Bahadur was present at the Imperial Assemblage, held at Delhi on 
the 1st January 1877.

Chapter V.— Mediatized and Minor States. 

(Alphabetically arranged). 

I. Ajigauh.— Area 802 square miles. Population 63,000 souls. Revenue 
Rupees 2,26,000. Tribute Rupees 7,013-12-0 on account of the Bechor district. 
The army consists of 160 cavalry, 100 infantry, 60 artillerymen, and 16 guns. 

The chief of Ajigarh was originally styled the Raja of Banda. 
Pakht Su'^h Bakht Singh, grandson of Jaggat Raj, was expelled from his 

domiuio’is by Ali Bahadur and reduced to such indigence that he was glad to 
accept a stipend of two Rupees a day from his conqueror. On the British occupa- 
tion uf Bundelkhand in 1803, he received a pension of three thousand Gohar Sbahi 
Rupees per month, until nn adequate tenitdtial provision could be assigned to 
him. *■ In 1807, be eventually received a sannad restoring to him a portion of his 
possessions. The pension was disobntinued in Au^t 1808.” At this time, the 
uijhtary adventurer Lachman Dawa who had seized the fort of Ajigarh and other 
posstfasioDs was compelled by the English to make them over to Bakht Singh, the 
rightful heir. *

\y Bakht Ringh died in 1837, and was successively followed by 

IMadho Siugh, Malnpat Singh, and Bijai Sinjih. The latter during 
his minority died in 1855, and was succeeded by his illegitimate

this State. The present chief, Rao Chatarpati Balmdur, by ca^te 
a Piirihar Rajput, is the descendant of Rao Hindupat Bahadur, great grand.son of 
Pcriah Singh ^’crtab Singli. Pertab Singh was in possession of the State at tho 
time of the British occupation of Bundclkliand, and if was there- 
fore confirmed to him by sannad in 1808. 

Chatarpati Highness Rao Chatarpati Bahadur has made several improve- 

Bah.adur. imonts in the State by building roads, bridges, &c. He was present 
at the Grand Darbar, held at Agra, m honour of His Royal Highness rhe Prince of 
Wales, and received as a present from the Prince a Royal Collar bearing His Royal 
Highness’ picture. He was also present at the Imperial Assemblage, held at 
Delhi on the 1st January 1877, and received the title of “ Rao Bahadur'’ as a mark: 
of personal distinction. Rao Chatarpati Bahadur is now about 27 years of age.

niJiiiitains an army of 51 G cavalry, 3,078 infantry, IGG artillerymen 
iiiid dt g,nns. The iviegnlar foices coiibist of 5,073 fendal jaghirdars 
and other cavalry’; 1,5H5 Nagas, Minas, and other special bodies, and 
r),0bG Tehbil sopins, Najibs, etc. In this State, lliere is an English 
Iligli School, an Anglo-JiKlian institution, a Vernacular College of 
Sciencu^, and 10 1 Vernacular Schools with 11,172 pupils. There are 
alpo 111 tlie State, two High Court judges, seven judges of Zilla 
Courts, IG Munsills, four division Subahs, and 94 magistrates, {, e., 
123 judicial olticers in all. 

DamnjiRao Dainaji llao Gaikwai^I., son of the Mahratta Chief 
C^alU^'^al 1. Keroji, first distinguished himself as a soldier in the army 
ilaja Sidiu of Siitara.

It has an area of 6,500 square miles, and a popu- 
lation of 500,000 souls. The revenue is estimated at Rupees 13,00,000, 
and the tribute is Rupees 1 8(),9J0 The army consists of 373 cavalry, 
402 regular and 3,139 irregular infantry, 412 police, 24 aiiillerymen, 
and 111 guns.

H.imirji one of tlie grandsons of Jam Lakhaji, the leader 
of the Jharija* Rajputs. Hamirji, was murdered l»yhis younger brother 
Jam Jam Rawalji who u&urped his possessions and assumed iiide- 

pendent chaise of the Government, but he did not rule for 
Khcugarji I. any length of time. Khengarji T., son of Jam ITamirji, 
with the aid of the king of Ahmedabail expelled Jam

Dt'khan. He was a man of such ability and valour, that even the 
Emperor feared him, and incited Mohariz Khan, the local Governor of 
Haidarabad to conspire against liis life. Mobariz Khan, instead of 
being tuccessful in his attempts, was slain by Asaph Jah in October 
1724 who wrote to congratulate the Emperor on the victory he had 
ohtaiiK'd over his master’s nominee, and forwarded with tlic letter the 


nominee’s head! From that date Asaph Jah conducted himself as an 
independent prince.” Asaph Jah died in 1748, after having extended 
his territory “ fiom the Narhadda to Trichinapali, and from Masuli- 
p:.,tam to Bijapur.” 

He left behind him six sons and six daughters, of whom 
the second son Nazir Jang succeeded him, as the eldest son 
Ghazi-iid-din was then holding a liigh office at the Imperial Court of 
Muzaifar Cellii. The claims of Nazir Jang were, however, disputed" 

Jaug. l)y Miizaffar Jang, a son of the younger daughter of Asaph 

Jah, who loved him so much, that he had nominated him as his suc- 
cessor. M. Diiploix, the Governor of the Frencli settlements espoused 
the cause of Mu^afFar Jang, who at first surrendered himself to Nazir 
Jang by whom he was immediately imprisoned. But after tlie murder 
of Niizir Jang l»y Pathan rebels, he was released with the aid of the

Frenclni and was proclaimed Soubadar or Viceroy of Deklian (1750). 
In February of tlie following year, wdule Miizaffar Jang was on his 
way to take possession of Haidarabad, he was treaclioroualy murdered 
Salftbat ‘ Nawabs of Kadapah, Karnul and Savanur.

onfy son Salabat Jang, being a minor, the third son of 
Asaph Jah was placed in power by the French. This prince concluded 
a treaty with the English in 1750, by which he was bound 
to exclude the French from liis dominions, and coded to 
the English Masulipatam with eight districts, Nizapatam and the 
districts of Kondavir and Wakalmaniier as an enam or free gift. 
Salabat Jang only reigned for ten years, as in 1761 he was deposed by 
Ins ^^oiinger brother Nizam Ali, who had him mindered two 
years afterwards while he was in prison. In 1765, Nizam 
Ali invaded Karnatik, then under British protection, ^ut was driven 
back. The Nizam was making preparations for further war, hut 
the Madras Government, then labouring under pecuniary diHieulties, 
and alaimed ut tlie prospect of a war, deputed General Calliaud to 
Haidarabud to negotiate peace.” A treaty of mutual all ance was 
concluded in 1766, by virtue of which the Honorable East India Com- 
pany despatched a corps of two battalions for the reduction of the fort 
of Bangalor, then in the possesbion of Haid.ir Ali. Several other 
treaties were subsequently made and cancelled, on account of the 
Nizam’s having joined Haidar Ali in invading the Karnatik and desert- 
ing the British alliance. Lord Cornwallis, however, made a treaty of 
offensive and defensive alliance with the Nizam on 4tli July 1790, at 
Assists the ensued between Tippn ir>ulfcan and 

English m the English. The Nizam most successfully co-operated 
with Tippu with the English, “ in the military operations that led to 
Sultan. Seriiigapatam and the overthrow of Tippu 

Sultan.” After the death of Tippu Sultan, the Nizam received districts 
yielding an annual revenue of Rupees 24,00,000, with two thirds of the 
territories rejected by ^he Peishwa, but in 1800 all the teiritories thus 
acquired were ceded to the ICnglish in perpetuity to defray the expenses 
of the theq increased subsidiary force. Nizam Ali died in 180^1, leaving 
Sikandar eight sons by different wives, of whom Uie second Sikandar 
j^li buecceded him. At the close of the Mahratta war, 
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this prince received in perpetuity all the territories which belo]jged to 
Maharaja Daolat Rao Sindhin, situated to the southward of the hills 
called the Adjunti Hills, including the fort and district of Jalanpur, the 
town and district of Gandapur, and all other districts betv»^een that 
range Jf hills and the river Godaveri, hy the partition treaty of Haida- 
rabad, dated 28tli April J804. In J808, Mir Alim, the Nizam’s able 
minister ilicd, and was succeeded by Monir-ul-Mulk who being refrained 
from takiuj?; any active part in the affairs of the State, left the manage- 
ment to ChauJu Lai a dependent of the Biitish. The Nizam rendered 
Assists good services during the Pindari and Mahratta wars of 

the Engrlish 2817*; and after the overthrow of the Peishwa, he received 
(lunna the 

Pindari, and a large increase of territory by the treaty of 12th December 
w'lrs 1822. Sikandar Jah was on the whole a prince fond of ease 

and luxury, and as he led a life of seclusion and took no 
interest in the affairs of the State, the people ** suffered much fiorn 
the almost irresponsible administration of Cliandu Lai.” During the 
latter part of his reign such gross oppressions prevailed, that the State 
was taken under British management. The British officers employed 
in the different districts made a rapid improvement in the State, and 
releu&eu it from debts, Ac. 

Sikandar Jah died on May 24'th, 1829, leaving the throne to his 
Nazir-ud oldest son Nazir-ud-Daula, who on his accession to the 

Daula. throne, “ requested that the diiect interference of tlie 

British Officers in the administration might be discontinued. The 
Nizam’s request was complied with.” Nazir-iid-Daula, however, could 
not manage the State properly. Tiie withdrawal of the interference of 
the British Officers was immediately followed by the leturn of disorder 
and miaruli*. Every Department of the Government became disorga- 
nised, and ihe credit of the State was so bad that bankers refused to 
grant loans. ’ At this time Cliandii L.il ye?signed the office of minister,' 
and tho^Nizam with the approval of the British Government, appointed 
Appoints Siiruj-ul-Mnlk, .^on of Monir-ul-Mulk as his minister in 

fialarJanp: 1843. Suruj-ul-Mulk died in 1853, and the Nizam with 

ter. permission of the British Government appointed his 

nephew Salar Jang as Jus minister. 
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1853, the debt of the State had increased to upwards of 
Rupees 4f5,00,000, and a new treaty was therefore concluded with the 
Nizam, “ by which the Briti.sh Government agreed to maintain an auxi- 
liary force of not less than 5,000 infantiy, 2,000 cavalry, and four field 
batteries of artillery ; and, to provide for its payment and for certain 
pensions and tlie interest on the debt, the Nizam ceded in trust districts 
yiediiig a gross revenue of fifty lakhs of Rupees, it being agreed that 
accounts should be annually rendered to the Nizam, and that *ny surplus 
revenue wliich might accrue should be paid to him. Ry this treaty the 
Nizam, while retaining the full use of the subsidiary force and contin- 
gent, was released from the obligation of furnishing a^arge force in time 
of war, and the contingent ceased to be jiart of the Nizam’s army, and 
became an auxiliary force kept up by the British Government for the 
Nizam’s use.”*

Government concluded a new treaty in December 1860 with the Nizam, 
by which the debt of fifty lakhs due by him to the British was can- 
celled ; and through cessions and exchanges of districts, the territories 
to be held by the British in trust were reduced to an area yie^yig 
Rupees 32,00,000, instead of one yielding Rupees 50,00,000, as had 
been specified in the treaty of 1853.” 

The Nizam had been created a Knight of the Star of India in 1861, 
and in tUs year he resolved to remove his prime minister from office on 
account of some misundersfcaniing with him, but by the influence of the 
British Government Sir Salar Jang was maintained in office, ^hich he 
still holds with great ejedit.

Delhi Dai bai. j£jg Highness’ grandmother Dilawar-u-Nisa Begam, has 
been invested with the insignia of the Imperial Order 
of the Crown of India in 1878. The Nizam is an intelligent prince 
and is leceiving a good education under the superintendence of Cap- 
tain Cleik an English Officer, but “ much of his time is still spent 
with his mother, Wadid-u-Nisa Begam, and with his grandmother, 
Dilawar-u-Nisa Begam. While lie is thus cared for, his State is under 
the wise management of the great minister, Sir Salar Jang.”* Sir 
Salai Jang visited England in 1877, and was the guest of the Duke of 
i^utherland. He received the honorary degree of D. L. L. from the 
Univei’Mty of Oxford, and an address from the citizens of London as a 
mark of great honour and distinction. 


His Highness Sipah-Salar, Muzaffar-ul-Mumalik, Rustam-i-Dauran, 
A\j&tu-e-Zaman, Mir Mahbub Ali Khan Bahadur, Fatheh Jang, Nizam- 
ud-Daula, Nizam-ul-mulk, Asaf Jali, has judicial powers of life and 
death, and is entitled to a salute of 21 guns. His High- 
ness the Nizam is at present 13 years of age. 

Nawab Sir Salar Jang Bahadur Muktiar-ul-mulk Suja-ud-Daula, 
O.C.S.I., and Nawab Amir-i-Kabir Shams-ul-Umra Bahadur ; the two 
able ministers of the State are entitled to a salute of 17 guns, which 
they received at the Imperial Assemblage, held at Delhi on the 1st 
January 1877, as a maik of personal distinction.

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Chapter II.— Maisur. 

This principality is bounded on the north by Dhanrar and Bclbiri ; 
on the south by Salem and Koiinbatur ; on the east by Kaddapa and 
North Arcofc; tAid on the west by Koiiig and the Western Ghat^f. It 
has an area of 27,077 square miles, and a population of 5,0o5,412 
souls. The estimated revenue is Eupeca 1,02,09,723. A sum of 
Eupees 21,50,000, is paid annually to the Biitisli Governmc^it for tlio 
support of a contingent. The military force consists of 1,000 infantry, 
35 cavaliy, and six guns. 

At the commencement of the fifteenth century, the •'two brothers

strength. He slew in single combat a celebrated champion at the Court 
of Trichiuapali, repulsed the king of bijapur who beseiged Seringa- 
patam, gained a great victory over the Raja of Magri, extended his domi- 
nions towards Vizianagar and ]\ladura, and established a mint at Seringa- 
patam. lie died in 1G59, and was succeeded by his adopted son 
Dodda Dodefa* Devaraj. This prince also enlarged his dominions 
Devaraj. absorption of some petty States, drove away the 

Raja of Bednur, who invaded his territory, and defeated the Naik of 
Madura. 

Chicka 1072, and was succeeded by Cliickaf De\araj 

Devaraj. ^ho added 13 districts to his territories, and obtained the 
title of Raja from tbo Emperor Aurangzib.

Dodda Kantirava died in 1713, and was succeeded by Dodda 

Kiistnaraj Kristiiaraj. This prince was an imbecile who left the 
whole pow^er of the State in the hands of his ministers of whom 
Deva Raj, and his cousin Nanja Riij^ I., were the most influentiai 
who allowed liim ‘‘ to enjoy the empty pageantry of power, con- 
tenting themselves with its practical exercise.*’ He after an in-

from the city seized the palace with a small force, and gained over the 
troops.

^ince the deposition of Hadinentu Tingal Cliamraj, the dynasty of 
Maisur began to bo extinct, nobvith standing “ a member of the old

Haidar All. Nanja Raj II. employed Haidar Sahib, or Haidar Ali then 
thirty years of age as one of his soldiers. 

Haidar Ali was the son of Fattch Muhammad, and the grandson 
of Muhammad Bhelul who originally came from the Panjab and 
founded a small mosque near Haidarabad. 

In 1755, Salabat Jang, Soiibadar of Dekban, with the aid of a 
French army under the command of Bussy, attacked Seringapa 
and Deva Raj was compelled to make peace on payment of a largo sum 
of Rupees 5G, 00,000. Nanja Raj IL was, on the other hand, forced to 
give up a portion of the territory of Maisur, when the M ahrattus at- 
tacked Seringapatam in 1757. At this time a disagreement took place 
between Deva Raj and Nanj?L Raj II,, the former left Seringapatam 
with his own share, consisting of an immense wealth, and tire latter 
Nanja Ra^ It. held the supreme power. But by the in-

his post, and .to take up his residence at Kuiiur, a place situated at a 
distance of 25 miles from Maisur.

of all its cMsb. and valuables, with the exception of the ornaments on 
the persoi#3 of the women, reduced tlie household, and replaced those 
who were expelled, by liis own spies. Five years later, during a crisis

In the following year Haidar Ali having made a ra- 
pid movement of his cavalry appeared within five m'.\s of the city of 
Madras, and the English concluded a treaty fcaidng the plunder of tho 
town. the virtue of this treaty, dated 3rd April 1709, “Haidar 
Ali claimi^d assistance against the Mahrattas with whom he was at war, 
but his request was refused on the ground that he had been the aggres- 
sor bycWitliholding the chout which was due. He was reduced to great 
difficulties by the Mahrattas, and was glad to m^ake peace on very disad- 
vantageous terms. During tho distractions at the Puna Court, Haidar 
recovered most of the territories which had been wrested from him by 
the Mahrattas, but ho never forgave the English for refusing him 
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a«!si,stJncc iti liis difHcultics.’’ In 1780, i. c., two yotirn boforo tlio declara- 
tion 01 Will' between liiTi^^land and Fraiico ; IJiiielar liaviijg collected a 
largo f(uvc burst into the Kamatik, and the British army was so 
crippled by a defective commissariat that it could effect nothing decisive/’ 
Tlie hcalSh of Huular Ali had been declining during the pAst few 

, years, and his end was hastened by tlio fatigues of tlio field.

ITg died at an advanced age of eighty on tlio 7th December 
1782, leaving behind him the reputation of being one of, tlio ablest, 
most enterprising and successful adventiiicrs in India. 

eldest son and successor Tij'pu Sultan assumed 
both the nominal and real supremacy *after tlio demise of 
the pageant Raja Chama Raj in 171)5. Tijipn ransacked ilic ])alacc, while 
Miimaddi or Kristna Raj Wadiar, the infant son of the lato Raja was 
only two 3 ^ears old ; despoiled the personal ornaments of the young 
prince, his mother and his relations ; and retnovo<l tlieni to a wretched 
His mill- hovel in a neighbouring place. lie like his fatlier possessed 
tary eiireer. gyecit warlike capacities, and was by far the, strongest of 
almost all the native sovereigns then ruling in India. While seventeen 
years of ago Tip])u pluiidcri'd the country seats around Madras, and 
subscipicntly made wars with the English, the Nizam, and the Peisliwa. 
On tlie outbreak of the second war wdtli Tippu, the armies of the 
British Government, and the Nizam marched against him, and the war 
was terminated by the capture of Soriugapatam, and tlie 
Death. deatli of Tippu Sultan who fell bravely defending the fort, 
on the 4th May 1799. 

At the conclusion of this war, the conquered territories were 
divided between the British Government, and tbe Nizam. I'lic terri- 
tories offered to th (3 Peishwa were rejected, and subsequently shared 
between the British Government and the Nizam. A considerable por- 
' tion of the territory then yicjding 13,74,070 Pagodas wore assigned to 
Kristna Kaj Kristna Rnj Wndiar, the last recognized descendant of the 
Wadiar. Hindu house of Maisur, by setting aside the family of Tippu, 
whose descendants were first removed to Velloro, and tlien to Calcutta. 

Thej-oung prince Kristna Raj Wadiar, son of Chama Raj, was 
only six years old, when Lord Wellesley found him in a wretched hovel 
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with his mother and relations. The British Government apj^ointetl 
Pni'nia an able Brahman minister to administer the affairs of the State 
during the Maharaja’s minority. Purnia, resigned liis office in 1812, 
leaving in the Treasury a surplus sum of seventy-five lak^s of ’Pagodas 
or two krors of llupeos, and in this year the Maharaja assumed the full 
administration of Government. He being too fond of pleasure and 
luxury, soon “ dissipated all the treasure acquired by the Dewan and 
involved l^ionself deejdy in debt.” The Maharaja by the continued 
course of misgovernment forced his subjects to break into open revolt, 
and the British Government therefore deemed it necessary to interfere 
in 1831, with d view to save the State from anarchy. From that time, 
Maisur was governed by British Officers on behalf of the Maharaja, 
until Iiis death. 

Mahariija Kristna Raj Wadiar who was invested with the insignia 
of ilio Most Exalted Order of the Star of India died in 
18G8, and ^vas succeeded by his adopted son Chamrajeudra 
Wadiar, the present chief. 

His Highness tlio young Maharaja met His Royal High- 
ness the Prince of Wales at Bombay on the 8th November 
1875. The Prince shook hands with him, and received him 
with cordiality at the grand reception of native princes 
held on ihe following day. Tho Maharaja’s noble and amiable appear- 
ance attracted the eyes of those w-lio were present on the occasion, and 
the Prince seemed pleased to see him. On the 10th November 1875, 
Highness the Prince of Wales paid him a return visit. Tho 
Maharaja was present at the Imperial Assemblage, held at Delhi 
on the 1st January 1877, and was warmly received by His Excellency 
Lord Lytton, the Viceroy and Governor General. 

Owing to tlie minority of the Maharaja, the State is still adminis- 
tered by the British Government, but in 1880 His Highness will attain 
his majority. Colonel Malleson, who was for a few years Tutor and 
Guardian to the Maharaja remarks, that “ Hjs Highness is being 
taught all, With the exception of Latin and Greek, which would be 
taught in an English School. He has learned to ride, even to hunt 
with the hounds, to play cricket, and to drive. He has manifested a

The revenue is Rupees 53,50,000, and the tribute is Rupees 8,00,000-’42at^*^ 
army consists of 1,680 infantry, 30 artillerymen, and four guns. 

Early early history of Travancor is involved in obscurity, 

history. According to tradition, the country was first reclaimed from 
the sea by the powerful saint Sri Paras Rama, and inhabited by 
'Namburis or a class of aborig'^ial Brahmans, who invited the Kshatriya 
chiefs to come and govern the country. Hence, it “ has alw^^ys been 
under Hindu rule and governed by Hindu laws.”

Prior to the succession ’of Raja Mastauda Varma to the 


Varma. throne of Travancor in 1740, the territory was divided into 
a large number of petty principalities, whose chiefs were coubtaiitly

dence. During the course of eighteen years Raja Mastanda was highly 
successful iu subduing many of the petty chiefs by the aid of a body 
of troojis well disciplined and directed by DeLaiioy a Flenjish Officer.

Vcrumal. Viinji Bala Perumal, who by the continued assistance of 

BeLanoy eo.npletod the task of subduing the remaining chiefs and reduc- 
ing them uAdcr liis power. Raja Vanji Bala Penimal was found to- be 
a good firm ally of the British during the wars with Tippu Sultan and 
Jus fcitlicr Haidar Ali ; and in J7S4, the Honorable East India Com- 
pany included him in the treaty made between thorn and 
Ticaty. Sultan. “ In 1788, when threatened by Tippu Sultan, 

the Riija entered into an agreement to allow two battalions of sepoys 
to be stationed on his frontier. In 1789, Ti]>pu Sultan attacked the 
Raja, forced the lines which had liceii erected for the defence of the country 
on its northern frontier towards Kochin, overnmning and cruelly devas- 
tating the Trav.uicor territory. In consequence of this attack on one 
War with allies, tlie British Government declared war with 

Tippu. Tippu; and on the conclusion of peace in 1792, Tippu was 
Peace, compelled to restore all that ho had wrested from the Raja 
of Travancor.” A commercial treat}*- was concluded with the Raja on 
the 28tli January 1793, to supply pepper to the British Government 
in lieu of arms and miscellaneous European articles and by the treaty 
of 1795, the Raja bound himself ‘‘ to pay an annual subsidy adequate to 
TSffltetJaiii three battalions of sepoys together with a company of European 
artillery and t\vo companie:^ of lascars, to bo always stationed (if the 
Raja desired it), in his country or on the frontiers near it, or in any other 
part within the Company’s possessions where he should prefer.”

Law of tlic usages of theNairs of the Western Coast, is in tlio 

inheritance, .female line. Thus on the doatlj of a Raja the soveivignty 
passes, not to his sons, who can in no ^casc iulicrit, hut to his uterine 
hrothers, if lie has an 3 ^ Failing these, or on their demise, it passes to 
his sisters’ eons, or to his sisters’ daughters’ sous, and so on. Hi'uce it 
follrtws that the only adoptions which are iiirfornied hy tkc Rajas of 
Travanoor arc, not of males to supply the place of sons of tlioir own 

l)odv, hut of females tlirough whom the line must be continued Any

failure in the direct female descent rofjaires the selection and ado])tion 
of two or more females from llio innnediaie relaiiros of tlic family wlio 
icside at certain places in Travancor. The females so adopted aio 
designated the Tumhrattis or Ranis of Aliinga,* and hy lljc laws and 
usages of Travancor aie assigned a distmguislicd rank as alone entitled 
to give heirs to the State, and enjoy many important privileges.” 

Her son. Latchmi Rani delivered a son on the l8th Aj>ril 1813, 

and in the following 3 ^ear she died leaving tlie throne to 
her infant sou under the regency of lior sister and the couns-cis of *lio 
British Resident. The young Raja having attained his majnnty in 
Mirtamla 1829, was formally installed on the Gaddi, lie died in

Early They arc said to have been descended from Cheruman 
history. Periimal, the last of the potentates who in the early part of 
the ninth .century, established an independent sovereignty over the whole 
compass of teltitory extending from Ookuru in North Kanara to^Cape 
Kiimari. Colonel Malleson informs us, that “ it is difficult to trace 
their history back to a period so remote. There are, however, authentic 
records to show that the Rajas succumbed at an early period to tlio 
Portuguese, who built a fort at Kochin, In 1GC2 tho fort an4town 
yielded to an attack made upon them by the Dutch, under whose man- 
agement the town of Kochin attained a high degree "of prosperity. 
The Dutch made no attempt to conquer the remainder of the 
country, but left the Raja there to reign supreme. Here, in 1759, the 
Iliija was attacked by the Zamorin of Malabar ; but ho in his turn was 
expelled by the Raja of Travancor, to whom, as a rewai4 for his assist- 
ance, tho Raja of Kochin transferred a portion of his territories. 

Kochin preserved her indepcudenco till tho year 177G, 
Conquest by when the country was conquered by Haidar AU. Haidar 
contented himself with exacting a tribute from the Raja, 
who continued in a state of dependence to him and his son Tippu till 
the breaking out of the war of 1790.” 

In 1792, Tippu Sultan ceded all claims upon Kochin to thcEnglish, 
and the Honorable East India Company conceded the full sovereignty 
to Raja Vcrulam Tumbariim with whom a treaty was con-

luuiTumba- eluded in the preceding year, by which ho had 
to pay an annual subsidy of Rupees 1,00,000.

Tub Kassia Hill States arc t\vent3^-fivc in number, of which the 
five principal onies, viz, Cliira Pnnji, Kliairim, Nasting, Sangri, and 
Naspang, are called the semi-iiulepcndcnt States, wliose chiefs exercise 
civil and criminal jurisdiction over their own people in all matters 
pertaining exclusively to them. With exception of Chira Piinji and 
Kliairim, the British Government lias no formal agreement with the 
chief"" of any of these five Ptates, but the chiefs have always been 
rc(piired to deliver up criminal refugees, and to obey all the mandates 
of the Britith Government, and it has been the invariable practice to 
treat them all in the same manner as ilie Chira Raja is treated.” 

Tlie • remaining twenty States are Nangklow, Molim, Marriao, 
Eamri and Mowli, Cheyla, Dowarrah Naturmen, Mowseuram, Mowdan 
iMahram, Mallai Chammut, Bhavval, Sinai Punji, Lengkhan 
Punji, Mowyang, Nabo Sopho, Jirang, Syung, Moflong Punji, Mow- 
long Punji, and Laiksom Punji. These petty States are commonly 
known as the “ Dependent States,” of which Nangklow and Molim are 
the principal ones. 

• Chapter II.— Kuch Behar. 

This State has an area of 1;30G square miles, and a population of 
532,565 souls. 'JL'lio revenue is estimated at Rupees 10,00,000, and the 
tribute is Rnpees 67,700.

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TJie principality of Kucli Behar came under British protection 
Darrindcr minor chief Raja Durrinclcr Narain, by race a 

Naram. Rajbangshi, was imprisoned by the Bhutias (1772). Raja 
Durrinder .Narain applied to the British Government for aid t^irough 
his minister Wazir Deo promising to pay half his revenue to the Honor’ 
able East India Company. The British Government agreed to tlie 
proposals and expelled the Bhutias from the country. A 
Tre^aty. treaty was also concluded on the 5th A[)ril 177?1, by which 


the Raja “agreed to acknowdodge subjection to the British Government, 
allow Kuch Behar to be annexed to Bengal, defray ^he expense^, of the 
operations against the Bhutias, and make over half of his annual 
revenues.” In 1780, Raja Durrindcr Narain died and was succeeded 
Dhnjiudcr by his hither Dliujindcr Naiain, who had been taken pri- 
Naram. soner by the Bhutias on account of his halving killed hia 

brother, but who had been liberated in accordance to the treaty made 
with the Deb Raja of Bhutan on the 25th April 1774. 

Raja Dhujinder Narain was succeeded by lus infant son, 
Hariudar Narain in 1783. This prince died after a long 
reign of 56 years in 1839, leaving the throne to his ton, 
Sibinder Narain, who, in 1847, was succeeded by his 
nephew and adopted son, Narindra Narain. Raja Narindra 
Narain died after a reign of 16 years in August 1863, and 
was succeeded by his son Nnpendra Narain, the present 
chief. 

Ills Highness Raja Nripendra Narain Bhiip Bahadur me 
only prince from Bengal who was present at the Imperial Assemblage, 
held at Delhi on the 1st January 1877. The Raja received a good 
education at the Patna College, and has made considerable progress 
under the care of an English Tutor. His Highness married* on the 
’ 6th March 1878, the eldest daughter of Babu Keshub Chunder Sen, the

The Maliaiaja estab- 
lished at Dhenkanal a second-class ho'ipitnl and a free scliool lu which Englisli, 
Una, and Sanskrit, are chiefly taught, and a majority of the pupils receive scholar- 
ships aud books to read. The Maharaja also opened twelve Pathshalas ui tho 
Mofussil, and at the same time placed a Buflicicut sum at the disposal of the 
District Committee of Public Instruction, Cuttack, to give four monthly scholar- 
ships, two of Rupees 10 each, and two of Rujiees 5 each, to the studciitsi^f the 
Cuttack High School. At the expense of the Maharaja several erabankmentd 
were constructed for irrigating purposes throughout his Killah. Tho Maharapi, m 
fact was considered as the patron of liuliiin erudition in Orissa, and it was he 
who induced the wild tribe of Patuahs to wear ciutlics(who had been heretofore 
roving in the jungles naked and had the stiongest prejudice against the use of 
clothes) by distributing for the first time several pieces of d/iuties and saws to 
thousands and thousands of them out of his own purse. ^ 

Maharaja Bhagirathi Mohindro Bahadur died at the advanced age oi 6G 
years on the 5th February 1877, and was succeeded by his adopted sou Jubara-ja 
Dinobfindhu, the present chief. Jubaraja Dinobnnlhii Mohindro Baliadur is now 
a minor, ag5d»12 years only, and the State is therefore under the management of 
the British Goverumeut.

Tins State has an area of 945 S( 4 uaie and a population of 

507,010 souls. Revenue Rupees 14, GO, 400. The army consitsis of 
28 guns, 315 artillery, 505 cavalry, and 977 infantry, besides 1,023 
men for police. 

The two Afghan brothers Shah Alam and Husain Khan emi- 
grated to India, and originally settled in Rohilkhaiid where the family 
rose to some distinction in tlie tune of Daud Khan, the 
son of the former ; who about tlie beginning of the eight- 
eenth century “distinguished himself in the Mahratta wars and fit:ceiTed • 
a grant of land near Biulaon.’^ 

All Mull Daud Khan was succeeded by bis adopted son Ali Mu- 
ammad Laminad Khan. This prince received a grant of tlie greater 

part of Rohilkhund together with the title of Nawab from 
the Emperor of Delhi, in recognition of his services against the Bara 
Syeds, but having unfortunately offended the Sabadar of Oii^h, he was 


afterwards compelled by Muhammad Shah, the king of Delhi “ to relin- 
quish his territory and to deliver two of his sons as hostages.” Shortly 
after, wliei^ the Subadar of Oudh was engaged with the whole of the 
Imperial forces in repelling the invasion of Ahmed Shah Durani ; Ali 
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Mnlianimad Khan taking advantage of this occurrence passc?^! into 
Itohilkhund and recovered his territory. 

Prior to his deatli, he made a disposition in favour of his six sons, 
and appointed his brotlier Hafiz Rahmat Khan and his unc^e Hiidi Khan 
(the cousin of his father Baud Khan) as guardians till the release of 
Lis two elder sons and the majority of his other infant sons. The two 
Faizulla ^dder sons were soon after released, and the guardians placed 
Khan. ^Faii,ulla Klian in the jaghir of Rampur Ivatra, yieldingran 
annual revenue of Rupees 6,00,000. Hafiz Rahmat Khan was slain at 
the battle of Katra, while engaged in “ defending Rohilkhund against 
the English, cKscreditably allied with the Nawab Wiizir of Oudh in 
pressing an unjust claim for indemnity charged on account of the Rohilla 
chief’s failure to help in paying off the Mahrattas, at a time when he 
was deserted by his birdars.” 

, , , Fjfizulla Khan left two sons Muhammad Ali Khan and 

(iliolam « 'll 

Muhammad Gholam Muhammad Khan. The former was assassinated 

by his brother Gholam Muhammad Khan, who usurped the 
jaghir; but the Nawab Wuzir of Oudh advocated the cause of Ahmed 
Ali, the infant son of Muhammad Ali Khan, by asking assistance from 
JDefeatod hy English. Gholam Muhammad Khan was completely 
defeated by the English in the battle fought near Bareilly. 
Nawab jjie infant Nawab Ahmed Ali Khan obtained the territory 
Kh^n. ^ of Rampur with lands yielding an annual revenue of 
Rupees 10,00,000 ; the rest being annexed to Rohilkhund, as per a pre- 
• liminai^T agreement executed between the Nawab of Oudh, the Honor- 
able East India Comiiany, and the Rohilla tribe on the 29 Ih November 
1794. 

In 1801, the Nawab of Oudh ceded Rohilkhund to the English 
together willi all claims upon the jaghir of Rampur, but the position 
then held by Nawab Ahmed Ali Elian was continued to him by the 
British Government. Nawab Ahmed Ali Khan died in 1839, and ^yas 
succeeded by Muhammad Said Khan, the eldest son of 
Gholam Muhammad Khan. Nawab Muhammad Said Khan 
was succeeded by his son Muhammad Yusaf Ali KJian, who 
rendered valuable services to the English Government 
during the mutiny of 1857, and received a grant of 1 ud

The family podscsfaioiis of tho Raja of Brnaies con.si.st )f the Par- 
gannas of Kanvar Raja in the Benares Drstiiet, and Gangapur and 
Bhadoli lu the district of Mirzapur. Their area i,s 'Js5 srpiare miles. 
Population 3y2,4>J5 souls. The gio.ss rental is Rupees 8,00,000, out 
of which Rupees 2,08,000 is paid as revenue to the British Government. 
Munsa I!ani family was a zarnindar, named Mnnsa 

the foimJer. Ham, who occupied the ancient city of Utaria, and acquired 
in 10 years districts yielding a gross revenue ofRupees 24,50,000, fhrough 
the favour of the Governor of Benares. Munsa Ram, who was by caste a 
Balwant Gautami_ Brahman, died in 1730, and wa.s succeeded by his son 

Singh. Balwant Biugli, who stiongly fortified Utaria and changed 
its name to Gaiigapur. Raja Balwant Singh on presenting a nazzarana 
of Piupees 21,770, to the Enyieror of Delhi obtained jiossession of the 
districts of Jaunpur, Benares, and Chunar with the title of Raja Baha- 
dur, I'ut subsequently “ he extended his semi-independent power over 
an extensive tract, including nearly all the present district of Ghazi- 
pur.” He increased the revenue from Piupee-s 24,50,000, to Rupees 
35,00,000. 
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In 1763, Raja Balwaiit Singli, joined the Emperor Shali^Alam 
and Sliuj^ih-o-Dowla when they marched against the English to expel 
tliein from Bengal, bnt after the battle of Buxar the Kaja with the 
Emperor joined the British Camp. Baja Balwant Singh died in 1770, 
C'heit succeeded by Kaj.i Cheit Singh. In ^ 775, a treaty 

Smgli. Tjvas concluded with the Nawab of Oudh, by which the 
sovereignty of the districts dependent upon Baja Clieit Singh were 
tiansforred/jO the British; but the Briti-h Government continued il^om 
to tlie Baja on condition that a fixed rent should be paid, and that 
the sovereign privilege of coining money should not bo exercised. 
Subsequently, •ou Clioit Singh manifesting reluctance to meet the 
demands of the Biitisli Governmont in respect of a contribution for a 
contingent I'orce, and being susiiected of secret disatlection, lie Avas 
j)laced under arrest in his own lioase by order of Warren Hasting' ; 
Malnp %eing rescued by his troops, he fled, and his ncplicw, 

Narain. Baja Malnp Naraiii was installed in liis jihice, on condiLiou 
of paying a rent of Buiiees 40,U0,U00, for his land, and leaving the 
criminal administration of the piovince and the criminal and civil ad- 
raiir^tialion of the city of Benares to the British authorities.”*

Raja Sudarsoii Sah rendered distinguished services daring 
the mutiny of 1857. He died in June ]S50, and was suc- 
ceeded by bis oldest il legitimate son Lhawanl Sah, who 
icceived the right of adoption. 

Raja Bhowani Sail was succeeded by Pratap Sfji, the 
PratapSah, present chief. Since the succession of Ills Highness Raja 
Pratap Sail, several reforms have been made in the State 
under the able management of the Honorable Major General 
Sir Henry Ramsay, cn., k.o.k.t., Coramissiorior of Kumaon 
and Garhwal. Hie" Highness has established an English 
School in Tehri at an annual cost of upwards of Rupges l,000j 
in addition to tlie several Hindu Patslialas which were established long 
ago in Tehri as well as in its adjoining villages. The Raja has sanc- 
tioned an. £|4(litional expenditure of Rupees 600 per annum towards 
medical aid to the people, and has erected a building for a dispensary in 
27 
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Tehri. A new house has also been built for the Police, and^i well 
metalled road about 38 miles in length has been opened from T<?iiri to 
the Massiiri Hill ; and at a distance of every twelve miles Dak Bunga- 
lows have been provided for European travellers. The work cimnecting 
the IlTv'er Chiiiali with the Ganga is progressing favcfurably, and is 
expected to be completed soon.
